City's 2000 legislatiWpackage 



looks to state to face up to costs

Virginia Beach has had a juvenile ±- 
tention center in its Capital Improvement 
ftogram since the 1993-94 fiscal year 
when plans were to construct a 45-bed fei- 
cility. 

Since then project needs have grown 
and the plans now are to construct a 90- 
bed facility — local judges have said 
even a larger facility is needed. But City 
Council has decided that it could not af- 
ford to build the 90-bed facility unless 
the state pays 50 percent of the cost of 
the building and operation of the facility. 

In presenting the proposed legislative 
package for the 2000 General Assembly 



at a City Council workshop Tuesday, 
Robert Matthias, assistant to the city 
manager, said the project would not pro- 
ceed until the General Assembly amends 
the state code to require at least 50 per- 
cent state funding for operation, mainte- 
nance and construction. 

Matthias said that he had "no good 
news" on this front. The state code al- 
lows up to 50 percent state funding but 
an artificial cap has been placed on the 
funding bringing it short of 509 percent. 

The request to the General Assembly 
says that an artificial cap is inappropriate 
and the city will not construct a detention 
home unless 50 percent funding is pro- 
vided by the General Assembly. 



City Council previously voted that if 
the 50 percent funding was not available 
a 90-bed facility was out of the question 
and that council would have to go back 
and reconsider a 60-bed facility. 

Most of the initiatives in the legisla- 
tive package follow the same lines, a call 
10 the General Assembly to pay its dare 
of the cost instead of dumping more re- 
sponsibility on local governments. 

According to the preface to the 
legislative package, the state is enjoying 
record revenues largely because of income 
tax revenues while virtually every local 
government in Virginia has had to raise 
taxes over the last 10 to 5 years, a period 



in which the state has cut taxes substan- 
tially. 

Take the Comprehensive Services Act 
(CSA) that serves troubled youth which 
was previously under a "sum sufficient" 
category which means appropriating 
whatever monies are needed. No more. 
Several years ago the state switched to a 
formula program to control costs but the, 
localities have had to take over the costs. 

Now many children are placed in 
$ 1 00,000 per year programs per child aid 
when that money runs out, the localities 
are left with 100 percent of the costs. 

The legislative package asks that the

Accident near school prompts policy change 

Students make 
pitch for satety 
precautions

Caution lights will go up at three high 
schools where none existed previously. 

City Council at a work session Tues- 
day agreed that the cost of less than 
$100,000 for the caution lights would be 
worth the peace of mind it would give 
students and parents in the school com- 
munities. 

Two to three dozen students from Cox 
High School showed up at the formal 
council meeting later to support coun- 
cil's action and to turn in a petition con- 



taining 300 signatures of people in sup- 
port of the additional safety precautions. 

Students became involved following an 
accident on Oct. 9 at 6:48 a.m. in a 
crosswalk on North Great Neck Road at 
Falcon Crescent. Two students walking 
in the crosswalk collided with a ca' 
driven by another student, injuring one, 
Elizabeth "Betsy" Price seriously. 

Cox will be one of the schools getting 
the caution signal. The other two aie 
Princess Anne High School and Tall- 
wood. 

Public Works Director E. Dean Block 
said that of the remaining seven high 
schools, six already have caution lights. 

Even if a caution light had been at the 
school. Block said, it would not have 
been on at the time of the accident. The 
policy is to turn on the lights 20 min- 
utes before school starts for the day and 



to turn them off 10 minutes after. 

One mother at the council meeting 
pointed out later that buses make one run 
a day to the various neighborhoods while 
numerous students have to get to school 
as early as 6:30 a.m. to participate in ex- 
tracurricular activities such as cheerlead- 
ing or the math club. She said that the 
students and parents would also like to 
have the caution light turned on earlier. 
A number of these early students, she 
said, walk to school. 

School transportation is provided to 
students who live east of North Great 
Neck Road because school policy advises 
against crossing North Great Neck Road. 
Also a traffic signal with pedestrian push 
buttons is located at Shorehaven Drive. 

In a report presented by Block at the 
work session, he said that no prior acci- 
dents involving pedestrians have (xxurred 



at Falcon Crescent, there is adequate visi- 
bility in all directions, that the Oct. 9 a:- 
cident did not occur when caution lights 
would have normally been operating, and 
that a traffic signal at Falcon Crescent is 
not warranted. 

Ocean Lakes High School has no cau- 
tion lights because the school is located 
on a 25 miles per hour road. The speed 
limit at Cox is 45 mph, but reports arc 
that speeds are actually higher. 

When the school caution light policy 
was established several years ago. Block 
said that the lights were not to go to 
schools without direct access to an arteri- 
al roadway or served by a u^affic signal on 
the arterial roadway. 

He said that it was impossible to pre- 
dict what effect the additional lights will

students were recognized with an awaid 
by the Virginia Municipal League as 
being the most innovative and cost- 
effective local government program for a 
city with a population of more than 
90,000. 

The 1999 VML Annual Achievement 
Award was presented for a Substance 
Abuse Intervention Program and Day 
Treatment Program, which are collab(xa- 
tive efforts of the Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools and the Community Ser- 
vices Boanj, a d^mrtnwntof the City of 
Virginia Beach. 

The CSB, responsible for delivery of 
IHiblicly-funded mental health, mental re- 
tardation and substance abuse sovices, 
saved more than 10,000 Virginia Beach 
midentslast year. Virginia Beach Public 
Schools educate more than 76,0(X) stu- 
(tots annually. 

Armed with data reflecting the growing 
n^ds of at-risk youth — namely first- 



The goals of the program are simple: prevent 
unnecessary classroom setting is possible, 
and support the family's ability to improve 
the child's emotional and social adjustment 
The program serves children from age 5 to 21 
at no cost to the families. 



time drug and alcohol offenders in the 
school system and severely emotionally 
disturbed children whose needs were not 
being met through the traditional sp«;ial 
education programs — a natural partner- 
ship between the city and schools was 
bom. 

Prior to the implementation of this 
Substance Abuse Intervention Program, 
first-tin» drug and alcohol offencters woe 
expelled and placed in a private aliema- 
ti\jgschool at a per student cost of 



$4,000 per year. Students were often un- 
successful in this environment and 
demonstrated poor academic outcomes. 

Via collaboration between the schools 
and CSB, the policy was modified, al- 
lowing first-time offenders to remain in 
the public school system by participating 
in the intervention program. 

The program involves an ediK:aticmal 
component conducted by certified preven- 
tion specialists, parental education, aid 
ongoing consultations with school pa^ 



sonnel. Upon successful completion of 
the program, students are placed on a 
one-year probation and allowed to return 
to their home school. 

More than 200 students have participat- 
ed to date. Most have completed the 
school year without further involvement 
with drugs and alcohol; many increased 
their level of academic performance and 
discipline referrals significantly d^t^iped 
after program completion. Plus, the {mx)- 
gram saved more tan $420,000 over the 
cost of placing these students in private 
alternative school. 

The Day Treatment Program was cfc- 
signed to work with seriously emotional- 
ly disturbed children and adolescents 
whose behavior cannot be managed in a 
traditional special education classrtwm. 
T^se children often demonstrate a poor 
academic history, repeated psychiatric 
hospitalizations, and challenge the fami- 
ly's ability to maintain them at home

American Diabetes Month is a* national 
campaign to remind people about the serious 
effects of diabetes. 

More than 195.011 Virginians deal with 
diabetes on a daily basis. If the disease is not 
treated properly, many of them may face 
blindness and amputations. 

Throughout the United States, more than 
5.4 million people are unaware that they have 

the disease. 
Diabetes is the seventh leading cause of 

death in the U.S. 

Diabetes is a disease in which the body does 
not produce or properly use insulin, a 
hormone that is needed to convert sugar, 
starches and other food into energy needed 
for daily life. 

Many people first become aware that they 
have diabetes when they develop one of its 
life-threatening complications, such as these: 

■ Blindness. Each year more than 12,000 
persons lose their sight because of diabetes. 

■ Kidney disease. Diabetes is the leading 
cause of end-stage renal disease (kidney 
failure). 

■ Nerve disease and amputations. 
Approximately 60 to 70 percent of diabetics 
have mild to severe forms of diabetic nerve 
damage. In severe forms, this can lead to 
lower limb amputations. 

■ Heart disease and stroke. Diabetics are 
two to four times more likely to have heart 
disease or to suffer a stroke. 

■ Impotence. Men with diabetes over the 
age of 50 have impotence rates as high as 50 
to 60 percent. 

To help yourself and family members deal 
with the risks of diabetes, it's important to 
become aware and informed. 

Check with your doctor if you exhibit any of 
the following warning signs: 

■ Frequent urination. 

■ Unusual thirst. 

■ Extreme hunger. 

■ Unusual weight loss. 

■ Extreme fatigue. 

■ Irritability. 

■ Frequent infections. 

■ Blurred vision. 

■ Cuts/bruises that are slow to heal. 

■ Tingling/numbness in the hands or feet. 

■ Recurring skin, gum or bladder infections.

Planet's survival not threatened by treaty rejection 
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I take strong exception to a portion of the column 
by Eileen Huey entitled "Shame on you. Sen. 
Warner" which was published in your issue of Oct. 
22. My disagreement with her relates to the Senate's 
rejection of the Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty 
(CTBT). 

This treaty was rejected by Republicans in the U.S. 
Senate because it was flawed, un verifiable and would 
have endangered the safety and reliability of our 
nuclear arsenal and undermined our security and that 
of our allies. 

Republicans took a stand in favor of protecting our 
national security. The Clinton/Gore administration 
and its robotic Democrat Senate supporters were 
ready to accept unilateral disarmament by relying on 
promises made by the likes of Russia and China. 
Virginia Sen. Chuck Robb fell into lock-step behind 
the dangerous left wing of the Democrat Party.

Democrats in Congress went to great lengths to 
keep the lid on the Clinton/Gore administration's 
cover-up of most of the above activities.

The Senate voted responsibly to reject the CTBT. 
it was not done for political reasons, as the 
columnist and others would assert, but for the 
security of our nation.

Voters must register by party to have a say

It was ridiculous for five Republi- 
can candidates to field questions in 
CNN's New Hampshire Town Meet-

Obviously, the Republican meet- 
ing should have last twice as long. 
But other than that legitimate criti- 
cism. CNN deserves kudos for pro- 
viding a free national forum in which 
those who would be our president 
could answer substantive questions 
posed to them by real voters. 

Those who contend that it is too 
early to be paying attention to the 
2000 presidential election are sadly 
mistaken. Come March of next year 
the nominations of both major parties 
will be all over but the shouting. 

It is just as important who each 
party nominates for president as 
which of those candidates wins in 
November. If fact, it mav even be 
more important since oUr systems 
depends on each major party nomi- 
nating the best leader it has to offer. 
How I envy my fellow citizens 
who reside in New Hampshire and 
Iowa. Unlike Virginia, those states 
still believe in participatory democ- 
racy. They expect the men and women 
who want to be our president to come 
to their state and earn the right to 
become their party's nominee. 

Shamefully, Virginia's political 
parties have no such accountability 
to its members-at-large. Heck, our 
legislators refuse toeven requii^, . 
ers to register by party . Consequently , 
Virginia lacks a viable system by 
which voters can participate in the 
national nominating process. 

On this issue, Virginia's GOP de- 
serves far more credit than its Demo- 
cratic counterpoint. It is at least hold- 
ing a presidential primary in the 2000 
race. But, sadly, that primary is not 
the same open democratic process 
enjoyed by citizens of other states. 

To vote in the GOP primary, a 
citizen is required to sign a sworn 
affidavit that he or she will vote for 
the Republican candidate in the gen- 
eral election, no matter who ends up 
on the ballot. How un-American is 
that? 

In other states voters merely cte- 
clare their party allegiance in order n^ 
vole in their party's |Mimary or cau- 
cus. They are not required to give up 
the right of every citizen to exercise 
their best judgn^nt when they cast 
their vote on who should serve in our 
most impwtant national office. 
The usual method by which

Virginia's political parties choose 
their nominee is to hold party cau- 
cuses from among their list of activ- 
ists. The result of those caucuses de- 
termines how our state's delegates 
will vote at the national convention 
(proportionately awarded by Demo- 
crats and on a winner-take-all basis 
for Republicans). 

But our party caucuses are nothing 
like the open, statewide caucuses 
conducted in Iowa and Arizona. In 
the first place they are the best-kept 
secret in Virginia's political life, and 
the advertisement of primary elec- 
tions is scarcely better. Very few 
Virginians who identify themselves 
as Democrats or Republicans have 
the foggiest notion of how to cast a 
vote for the candidate they want to 
head their party's ticket. 

So why don't our political parties 
spend those thousands of dollars they 
solicit from corporations and labor 



unions to fully advertise and conduct 
a statewide caucus or primary elec- 
tion? After all, it is illegal for unions 
and corporations to contribute to po- 
litical parties for federal elections 
unless that money is used exclusively 
for party-building and efforts to get- 
out-the-vote. 

The reality is that such open elec- 
tions would seriously undermine the 
power of the political machines that 
dominate both of Virginia's major 
parties. Party bosses could scarcely 
deliver the Virginia delegation to the 
candidate they endorse if that deci- 
sion was totally left to the vast major- 
ity of voters throughout the state who 
identify themselves as Republicans 
or Democrats. 

Don't believe me? Well, ask your 
friends and neighbors if they have 
ever voted in a presidential caucus or 
primary, or would even know how to 
do so. Then ask them if they have 
ever met an contender for the presi- 
dential nomination of either party, or 
if they can remember single town 
hall meeting, debate or even appear- 
ance in our state by those who are 
vying for that nomination. 

Their answer, by in large, will be a 
big fat zero. This is not only an out- 
rage, but it makes absolutely no sense. 
Virginia is an equally divided two- 
party state — that alone should make 
it a swing state in any presidential 
election. And, we certainly have more 
electoral votes than New Hampshire 
and Iowa. Yet, most Virginians have 
never cast a vote on who should rep- 
resent their party in a presidential 
election. 

Instead, they are left to vicariously 
participate in the primary selection 
process through televised coverage 
of those states who still welcome 
their citizens into the process. Pun- 
dits describe those states' elections 
as being daided by concerned citi- 
zens who still practice retail politics. 
I say they are decided by more fortu- 
nate citizens who still practice repre- 
sentative government.

(REACH) celebrated its fifth anni- 
versary with a luncheon recently at 
the iPrincess Anne Community Rec- 
reation Cen- 
ter. The 
REACHPro- 
gram is one 
of the De- 
partment of 
Parks and 
Recreation's 
first partner- 
ships with a 
private busi- 
ness, which 
began in Sep- 
tember 1994 
between Vir- 
ginia Beach 
Parks and 
Recreation/ 
Princess 
Anne Com- 
munity Rec- 
reation Cen- 
ter and Tide- 
water Health Care, now a part of the 
Sentara network. 

REACH is a medically-managed 
fitness and intervention program. It 
is designed for persons for whom 
their doctor recommends exercise to 
improve health conditions such as 
heart disease, high blood pressure, 
diabetes, or elevated cholesterol. 
REACH is physician-approved and 
conducted by trai ned Exercise Physi- 
ologists and Recreation Center staff. 
Each participant is independently 
evaluated by one of the Exercise 
Physiologists to determine their ex- 
ercise capabilities. 

Sessions may include, but are not 
limited to activities such as walking, 
calisthenics, aerobic conditioning, 
cardiovascular exercises (i.e., tread- 
mill, stationary bike, stair stepper) 
and light weight-training. Workouts 
include periodic blood pressure and 
heart rate checks. In addition to the 
fitness portion of the program, a rec- 
reational component is incorporated 
daily that includes a variety of games 
and activities such as volleyball, bad- 
fninton and swimming, to mention a 

Clirrently the program is sched- 
uleq with two sessions on Monday, 
Tuesday and Thursday mornings with 
the First session scheduled from 6:30 
to 8 a.m. and the second session sched- 
uled from 9:30 to 1 1 a.m.

Up close and personal 
Mfe SmitH: Spreading tfiefaitfi

Mike's Smith strapping height — 6'8" — 
brings him a little closer to heaven than 
most people. But the former semi-pro 
basketball player has a better reason for 
being close to God than mere suture. 

A devout Christian, Smith has been 
recognized as one of the top 10 Sunday 
school teachers in the country by Gospel 
Light. The Virginia Beach resident attends 
Atlantic Shores Baptist Church on 
Kempsville Road, where he's entering his 
seventh year ministering as an adult Sunday 
school teacher. 

During the week he's director of strategic 
planning at Regent University, a position 
he's held eight month. Before that Smith 
was on the road as an admissions recruiter 
for his alma mater, Norfolk State University. 
Teaching Sunday school has provided 
Smith a good training ground for his 
ultimate goal — becoming a full-time 
evangelist. He already has several divinity 
courses under his belt. 

"Sunday sc]iool is a wonderful training 
ground because you're covering almost 
every personal and doctrinal issue known to 
Christiandom. For me, Sunday school is 
about working out your faith and having a 
place to discuss it, as opposed to going into 
church and hearing a sermon where the 
pastor is leading, inspiring and giving the 
Word. I teach from the standpoint of being a 
discussion facilitator," he explained. 

Sharing his passion for the Bible, Smith 
devotes himself fully to the class of young 
couples in their 30s. 

"I present the Scripture for the week, 
background and historical information, and 
then I ask, 'What do you think? How does 
this affect your life?' You hear a lot in 
culture about people not going to church 
because of hypocrisy or whatever — we call 
it Sunday Christianity. Well, I have a thing 
I call Monday-to-Sunday Christianity. I want 
people to take what they learn Sunday, 
apply it on Monday and come back for more 
the next Sunday," he said. 

Smith regards his class not just as 
students, but as family. That's the key, he 
said, to drawing them in every week. 

"In Hampton Roads, you have people 
coming from all over the country and world. 
They don't have an extended family of 
aunts, uncles and grandparents here. The. 
need people to meet their needs. We meet 
those needs as one extended family, not just 
in my class but the entire church. We 
become their family, whether it's through 
blood or belief." 

Quarterly potluck dinners or get-togethers 
cement the relationship, and provide 
fellowship as well. 

"Our life is deeply entrenched in the 
church. We're there during the mid-week 
service and at the Sunday night service as 
miich as possible. Our children are involved 
in Bible drill and youth activities. We're 
part of the youth ministry team now. 
Without all that, there's very little for us to 
talk about." 

Being a top 10 finalist for the 1999-2000 
Henrietta Mears National Sunday School 
Teacher of the Year Award came as a shock 
to Smith. 

He knew he had been nominated, but 
during the morning service Oct. 1 7 he was 
surprised to see a Gospel Light 
representative among the congregation. He 
was presented several gifts, and the church 
also will recQJ.v^i Sunday school supplies 
from the organization. Gospel Life is a 
provider of Christian teaching materials, 
books and videos. 

"I didn't know what was going on, but my 
kids even knew," said Smith. 

While he acknowledges that accolades 
aren't necessary, the award helped reinforce 
Smith's commitment to the ministry. 

"It's a very exciting time to be a Christian 
because we are at a time in our world where 
people are looking for something 
substantial. God is the way, the truth and 
the light. That's permanent." 

An avid golfer. Smith has even been 
known to share his faith on the course by 
giving our Gideon Bibles. He said it's 
something for his golfing buddies to 
consider and read when they're back in the 
hotel room. 

A 1981 graduate of Green Run High 
School, Smith earned bachelor's and 




master's degrees from Norfolk State 
University, where he was a CIAA 
Scholastic Athlete and played men's 
basketball. After college he played with the 
semi-professional Athletes in Action. 

Smith's memberships include Gideons 
International, American Marketing 
Association. Pastor's Prayer Partners and 
Virginia Association of College Registrars 
and Admissions Officers.

Localities were requested to rec- 
ognize and support education about 
the dangers of drug abuses, the 
penalties to drug crimes, the avail- 
ability of substance abuse pro- 
grams and the need to eradicate drug 
abuse in Virginia communities. 

America's drug problem is hav- 
ing a great negative effect on fami- 
lies, schools, law enforcement, 
court systems and correctional fa- 
cilities in the form of increased vi- 
olence. According to First Lady 
Hillary Clinton, there are more 
youth on drags than are involved in 
the armed forces of this great na- 
tion.

have, but that the cost is not 
prohibitive and that some calls ae 
not to be made on a technical basis 
alone. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said that citizens have remarked in 
surveys on the perception of safety 
in Virginia Beach. He said that the 
perception of safety at Cox is that 
it is not a safe environment. 

He said cars drive 10 miles over 
the speed limit and there are a 
number of fender benders. He said 
that he hoped the School Board

would share the cost of the lights 
but that council should move ahead 
anyway. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that she was disturbed that the 
largest number of accidents oc- 
curred where there were caution 
lights. She said that just the fact 
that there are caution lights there 
doesn't make it safety and might 
give students and others a false 
sense of security. 

Block said the lights can't be 
seen as a panacea and that through 
education an awareness has to be 
developed. He said that an educa- 
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tional program should be estab- 
lished along with the lights. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that just having the lights there is 
a reminder to the motorists. 

Harrison, at the formal session, 
said that the students had been lob- 
bying him and other council mem- 
bers for consideration. 

Bridgette Guthrie, a junior at 
Cox, said that the students were in 
full support of the lights and were 
pleased with council's approval. 

David Price, father of the injured 
students, said that an educational 
program was necessary. 

Of the three high schools that 
will be getting the caution lights, 
the greatest number of accidents 
have occurred at Cox High School 
using statistics from 1996, 1997 
and 1998 — 8, 3 aid 5 compared 
to 6, 5 and 3 at Tallwood and 6, 6 
and 9 at Princess Anne. At 
Kempsville High School which 
registered 5, 10 and 12 during the 
same years, 3, 2 and 2 accidents 
occurred during the time the cau- 
tion lights were on. 

At Bayside where 4, 3 and 4 acci- 
dents were reported, no accidents 
occurred during the time the cau- 
tion lights were on. 

School zone safety measures al- 
ready are in place. School trans- 
portation is provided to students, 
students are prohibited from cross- 
ing major roadways, the school 
system provides pedestrian and 
driver education, and traffic engi- 
neering conducts annual school 
survey and reviews traffic related 
issues for each school.

Out-of-home placements fw 
these children often exceed $75,000 
per year, which is not adequately 
funded by the Comprehensive Ser- 
vices Act. With the collaboration 
between the school system and the 
CSB, a model of day treatment ser- 
vices has been developed and im- 
plemented to accommodate 60 chil- 
dren per year in six locations. 

The goals of the program are 
simple; prevent unnecessary hospi- 
talizations, improve the child's be- 
haviors so that a return to a less re- 
strictive classroom setting is possi- 
ble, and support the family's abili- 
ty to improve the child's emotional 
and social adjustment. The program 
serves children from age 5 to 2 1 at 
no cost to the families. 

Over the past year, only 1 3 per- 
cent of the children who participat- 
ed required hospitalization and the 
number of hospital days was cka- 
matically reduced. The cost of the 
program is shared by the school 
system, through special education 
funds, and the Comprehensive Ser- 
vices Act, 

The therapeutic component of the 
Day Treatment Program costs less 
than $25 per day for each child, 
compared to private day treatment 
costs of $175 per day. Plus, resi- 
dential care in Virginia Beach saves 
more than $400 a day compared to 
the cost of psychiatric hospitaliza- 
tions.

the General Assembly repeal the 
CSA and replace it with a sum- 
sufficient revenue stream to 
provide necessary care to the chil- 
dren in need of services while pro- 
viding protection to the public at 
large. 

The Community Services Boand 
(CSB) programs that treat the men- 
tally retarded and those with sub- 
stance abuse problems are now 
being proposed to become a CSA- 
like program utilizing a cost- 
sharing program. 

In another example of the state's 
shifting responsibility to localities 
the slate uses Juvenile Account- 
ability Block Grant funds from the 
federal government (75 percent) to 
programs previously funded with 
the state's general funds reducing 
the amount of grant funds available 
to localities. 

Among the requests in the leg- 
islative package — Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf plans to add another re- 
garding hate crimes: 

■ All of the approximate $310 
million a year from the lottery 
should be made available to locali- 
ties instead of less than half that 
amount now available — the re- 
mainder of the lottery funds are 
being utilized by the state to meet 
its hare of the standards of quality 
(SOQ).

City Council has approved the 
wiUidrawal by the Judeo-Christian 
Outreach Center for a use permit 
for a group home at 959 Virginia 
Beach Boulevard.

■ Requested is $5,600,000 for 
the Contemporary Art Center of 
Virginia over the biennium to de- 
velop an expanded educational pro- 
gram that employs state-of-the-art 
telecommunications to reach stu- 
dents and educators statewide. 

■ The city requests the General 
Assembly to amend legislation 
that modified the definition of food 
when it reduced the state sales tax 
on food. An agreement on this has 
been reached between the food deal- 
ers and the Virginia Municipal 
League. 

Matthias explained that under the 
legislation, food purchased at a 
drive-thru or at a 7-Eleven is not 
taxed because the food is not con- 
sumer on-premises. If the legisla- 
tion is allowed to stand, Virginia 
Beach can lose more than $2.5 
million a year in lost food tax rev- 
enues beginning in fiscal 2001, 
equivalent to $2.25 cents on the 
real estate tax rate. 

■ The city wants no change 
made in the post Labor Day school 
opening legislation. 

■ The city supports the ameml- 
ment requested by the State Board 
of Elections to allow absentee vot- 
ing forms to be submitted in per- 
son at the Department of Motor 
Vehicle offices and to acU that any 
such location should be in a public 



building owned or leased by the 
state. 

■ The city also wants to extend 
the use of volunteers to enforce the 
statewide building maintenance 
code and enforce city property 
maintenance ordinances. They 
would be fully-trained and would 
provide a cost-effective adjunct to 
the city's paid inspector program. 

Requests related to the CSBs, 
Matthias said, would cost approxi- 
mately $1..2 billion state-wide, a 
lot of money, but compared to the 
money involved in the car tax re- 
peal, it's not a lot of money. 

Public Works Director E. Dean 
Block, in discussing the detention 
home dilemma, said that localities 
can work and work with the state, 
but that under the present climate, 
local proposals are not well re- 
ceived. The city is being nibbled to 
death with $100,000 here and 
$300,000 there. 

The city's juveniles are now ±- 
tained in the detention center in 
Chesapeake but that facility is no 
longer able to accommodate the ex- 
panding juvenile population from 
the beach. 

Block said that the facility in 
Richmond has over 50 percent of 
capacity at that center every day 
but are reimbursed only enough fw 
the capacity of the institution.

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf 
said th^t everybody (the candidates 
in the Nov. 2 elections) are telling 
citizens they can get government 
free. 

Matthias said that the city has 
few code changes in its legislative 
proposals. Most are money-related. 
Vice Mayor William D. Ses- 
soms a.sked about the possibility 
of the city received state funding 
for a convention center. He pointed 
out that Richmond is getting some 
help. 

Staff explained that for jurisdic- 
tions are joined in the Richmond. 
These jurisdictions incr^ed meals 
taxes and raised $10 million. 

Council woman Reba McClanan 
said that the city needs to move 
ahead. 

"It doesn't do any good to do all 
these things to bring people here," 
and not have the needed facilities 
when they get here," she said. 

A proposal to send part of the 
state income tax back to the locali- 
ties, Matthias said, rather than help 
the city. The idea is to send 5 per- 
cent of the income tax money back 
to the localities, but in return, the 
cities would have to cut their real 
estate tax by five percent. Matthias 
said the city may lose money undo* 
the plan. However, the plan also 
says that the localities can raise 
real tsme taxes again afto- a year. 

Councilman Harold Ifcisch<*er 
said that nothing is being said 
about the redistribution of sales 
tax.

veler, I dare you to meet these 
people, to hear their stories, and 
to become these people. I chal- 
lenge you to sense their fear, to 
imagine the frights that they must 
have endured, and I dare you to 
remember them and to put your- 
selves in their situations. 
And now your journey begins. " 
Narrator Lankford withdraws and 
the lantom-toting guides lead the 
little procession down a wooded 
path to an overlook at the trail's 
end where they encounter the spirit 
of a Native American of the 
Chesapeoc tribe that inhabited this 
land before the English arrived in 
1607. 

"I once — as you do now — 
walked through these woods breath- 
ing in the sweet smell of pine, 
feeling the dried leaves and nredles 
crunch beneath my feet," spoke the 
spirit of a Chesapeoc woman. 

She told her 20ih-century guests 
of her life among the Chesapeocs 
— gathering nuts, picking papaws, 
and making pots from the local 
clay. Sadly, she spoke of the 
slaughter of her people at hands of 
Powhatan's warriors. 

Outwardly grieving, she discloses 
to the small group of pilgrims, "I 
stand before you a woman in 
mourning, coal-blackened face, 
mourning the deaths of all the 
Chesapeocs." 

Abruptly, this woman's spirit 
turned from the gathering, and the 
guides with theWantems continued 
to usher the procession forward 
along the trail of history. 

They had traveled only a short 
distance before they came in con- 
tact with another spirit from the 
past — Francis Land I, the progen- 
itor of the Land dynasty. 

"I remember being a young boy ., 
in Devon, watching the witch 
criers come through town, ringing 
the bell, and asking that all who 
were accu.sed of witchcraft be 
brought to the town square," re- 
called the apparition. 

"Luckily, my good fortune has 
maintained well," said the spirit. "I 
have not heard of much witchcraft 
in these parts, but one can never be 
too careful. 

"This land and its great bounty 
will last forever," said the shade of 
Francis Land. "The soil is so rich. 
The trees are so grand," he ob- 
served. "We will live the good life 
in this New Worid forever." 

The apparition resumed his work 
of coopering, and the lantern pro- 
cession moved along the trail to- 
ward the Land House. Here — to 
the west of the Land House — the 
trail was covered by trees and 
fianked by a hedgerow. 

Within a few steps of the path, 
the small cortege came fa;e-to-face 
with Grace Sherwood's specter. 

"Have you heard of me?" 
asked Sherwood. "Some folks 
called me the Witch of Pungo. 
Ain't none of it true," contended 
the feisty witch. 

Sherwood described in detail her 
'trial by water' in the Lynnhaven 
River. Crossbound — left big toe 
tied to right thumb and right big 
toe tied to left thumb — she was 
tossed into the river from a boat. 
If she sank and drowned, she would 
have been declared innocent of 
witchcraft; on the other hand, if she 
floated and survived, she would

have been deemed guilty of 
witchcraft. Sherwood was a sur- 
vivor. 

Sherwood inquired of the cluster 
of pilgrims, "Which would you 
rather be, folks, called a witch or 
stone cold at the bottom of a river 
and called innocent?" 

Sherwood told of escaping her 
bonds and coming to the surface. 
"I got rid of those bonds and came 
to the top. I swum around and I 
had me a good laugh at all them 
people what had been lining the 
shores and saying, 'Duck the witch! 
Duck the witch! Duck the witch!'" 
recalled Shenvcxxl. 

Sherwood, convicted by 
witchcraft by the water trial, spent 
seven years in the Princess Anne 
County Jail. 

"Royal Governor Spotswood hi j- 
self — he pardoned me," claimed 
Sherwood. "All thai witch hurit 
hysteria in them northern colonies 
had done started to die off, and peo- 
ple begun to think that maybe it 
ain't so after all — that an ordinary 
woman can do that stuff." she said. 
"Governor Spotswood pardoned me 
and gave me 140 acres of land." 

Satisfied thai she had successful- 
ly defended her honor, Shcrwaxl 
turned from the gathering and dis- 
appeared through a hedgerow. 

The lantern procession moved 
along to the cast side of the Land 
House. Seated by a fire, the appari- 
tions of two African-American 
slaves who toiled on the Land plan- 
tation welcomed the procession and 
urged the group to warm them- 
selves at the fire. There was talk of 
Camino, the conjurer, talk of spir- 
its, talk of charms, and talk of free- 
dom. 

"Conjurers are lucky to have 
around — they lucky folks," ob- 
served one of the slave specters. 

"Camino, he seem to have more 
luck than most of us around here. 
He gave me this rabbit foot to 
keep, but Miss Land — she don't

like charms. So I kind of keep it 
hidden away," explained the other 
apparition. 

"I think it scares her," said the 
first. "She's thinks it's a sign of 
the devil. Course, I hear tell that 
the banger and fiddle be tools of the 
devil," replied the first specter. 

As the small entourage left the 
warmth of the slave campfire with 
its apparitions, they moved toward 
the Land House itself. A haunting 
air of sadness seemed to hang over 
the historic home on this chilly au- 
tumn evening. 

As the small band of pil- 
grims entered the front door of the 
Land House, they were led into an- 
teroom where a portrait of Princess 
Anne was prominently displayed 
over the fireplace mantle. The spir- 
it of the late Dr. Archibald Camp- 
bell of Norfolk appeared to the pil- 
grim band. 

Dr. Campbell had been endeavor- 
ing to make a dying Francis Land 
as comfortable as possible. Land 
had been suffering from a fever a;- 
companied by inflammation and 
swelling. Having been bled and 
blistered, Land's physical strength 
was fading fast. 

"He continues to drift in and out 
of consciousness, and I really can't 
hold out much hope for his recov- 
ery," Campbell confided. "He's an 
old man — he's 60 years old. 
There's very little I can do." 

As the group of time travelers 
passed through the parior door and 
down the stairs, they were returned 
to relative safely of the 20th centu- 
ry — where most of the fears are of 
the known rather than the un- 
known. 

Vicki Harvey, museum educator 
at the Francis Land House, created 
the program called "Our Haunting 
History" to combine local history, 
the new history trail, and the sea- 
sonal interest in hauntings into a 
single, comprehensive program to 
attract and educate museum visi- 
tors.

had supported continuing the studies on 
light rail before making a decision, said 
that she was not advocating that the city 
move aheadwiih light rail, now that the 
people have spoken.

She 
said that Virginia Beach citizens voted, 
but others did not. She said if other local- 
ities wanted light rail, Virginia Beach 
should not hamper their right to do so.

St. Gregory's 
teacher wins 
$10,000 grant 
for project

A local teacher who came up with a 
plan to help children learn math in a 
new, innovative way has been awarded 
the 1999 Toyota Time Grant to invest 
in math excellence. 

Margaret Woods, an eighth-grade 
math teacher at St. Gregory the Great 
School, received the $10,000 award for 
her project. Making Math Matter 
(* f?). She was chosen from more than 
50U applicants and it is the first time 
the award has ever been given to a 
Catholic school. 

'The project consists of three parts: 
professional training for teachers, ma- 
nipulative and hands-on work for the 
students and a Math Matters fair in the 
spring,? Woods said. 

The project designed for sixth-, 
seventh- and eighth-grade students is 
really a win-win situation everyone. 

For example, during the first week 
of November, teachers will take part 
in a special "professional development 
for teachers" provided by the Universi- 
ty of Virginia.

McClanan's planning amendments postponed

Councilwoman Reba McCIanan. in ha 
relentless campaign to make the city 
beautiful where it isn't and to hold on to 
the beauty that is there, from signs to 
shrubs to buildings, wanted the Planning 
Commission to study issues related to 
these goals which she says also are the 
city's goals. 

But City Council Tuesday decided by a 
6-4 vote (Mayor Meycra Obemdorf was 
absent) to postpone indefinitely a resolu- 
tion she suggested that would have the 
Planning Commission consider certain 
amendments to the city's zoning onfi- 
nance. 

The Planning Commission had been 
asked to consider some changes, but the 
recommendation coming back to City 
Council on Nov. 23 are for voluntas 
compliance by developers. Council decid- 
ed it would be better to wait until the 
Planning Commission recommendations 



came back. Siding with McCIanan were 
councilwomcn Barbara Henley and Nancy 
Parker and councilman Don Weeks, who 
voted against the postponement. 

Voluntary compliance looked like 
nothing to McCIanan. 

What the resolution would ask the 
Planning Commission to consider were: 

■ To define the terms "retail establish- 
ment and "shopping center" as those hav- 
ing at least 80,000 gross square feet of 
floor area and additions or expansions 
where the gross square footage of floo' 
area is increased by 50 percent or more 
and the resulting fioor area will equal or 
exc^d 80,000 gross square feet. 

■ To requireCity Council to amsider, 
in granting or denying conditional use 
permits for certain large retail establish- 
ments and shopping centers, the extent to 
which a proposed development confcxms 
to the comprehensive plan's design 
guidelines for large retail establishment 
standards are in addition to the goioal 



factors to be considered in connection 
with all use permit applications. 

To require certain information to be 
submitted with use permit applications 
in addition to the general information ic- 
quired in all such applications and to es- 
tablish large retail establishments and 
shopping centers as conditional uses in 
all business districts except the B-l 
neighborhood business district and in the 
RT-2 and RT-3 resort tourist districts. 

The commission was given until Dec. 
8 to come through with a recommenda- 
tion. Otherwise the amendntents wwkl 
be considered as approved by the Plan- 
ning Commission.

Taking the chill off 

The calendar says November, but last week 
Hampton Roads residents got an early taste of 
what the upcoming months will offer — lots of 
cold weather. Evening temperatures pummet- 
ed to the 30s, accompanied by icy winds. 

With the cold comes potential for severe 
weather: snow storms, ice storms, blizzards, 
freezing rain and threateningly low 
temperatures. 

Gov. Jim Gilmore has declared next week, 
Nov. 14-20, as Winter Preparedness Week. 

Last winter dealt a one-two punch of 
treacherous ice storms that crippled much of 
Virginia. The Christmas Eve ice storm 
shattered winter power outage records, 
snapped ice- laden trees and closed highways 
in much of the central and eastern parts of 
the state. Many homes were without power 
for up to nine days. It offered just a taste of 
what winter can unleash. 

In recent years. Virginians have dealt with 
massive snow drifts, closed highways, subzero 
temperatures, prolonged power outages and 
fuel shortages. This winter could offer more of 
the same. 

If severe weather strikes, citizens must 
make sure they are self-sufficient for several 
days in case power, water and access are cut 
off, advised Michael Cline, state coordinator 
for the Virginia Department of Emergency 
Services. 

The key to facing winter safely is to prepare 
now: 

■ Stock an emergency supply of water and 
non-perishable food. 

■ Connect any generator you plan to use to 
the item you want to power. Do not connect 
the generator to your home's electrical 
system. Place the generator in a well- 
ventilated area outdoors or in the garage. 

■ Make sure you have a flashlight, battery- 
powered radio, extra batteries, first aid kit 
and extra prescription medicines you might 
need. 

■ To prevent hypothermia, dress warmly 
during the day and while sleeping. Several 
layers of lighter-weight clothing or blankets 
are better than a single, heavy layer. Be sure 
to wear a hat when going outdoors. Nearly 
half the body's heat is lost through the head. 

■ Check on elderly neighbors or relatives. 
The elderly are especially susceptible to 
hypothermia, even inside their homes. Icy 
and slippery surfaces can cause dangerous 
falls. 

■ Be sure your car is in good running order. 
Have a mechanic check your battery, 
antifreeze, wipers, ignition and thermostat. 
Good tires are important. 

■ Keep basic item in your car, like a 
windshield scraper, battery booster cables, 
tow chain or rope, bag of sand, blanket, 
flashlight, first aid kit, road map and some 
non-perishable food. 

■ Stay at home unless you absolutely have 
to get out on treacherous roads. 

■ If you are caught on the road during a 
winter storm, stay in the car. Don't seek 
shelter or a telephone unless you can see one; 
close by. For heat, turn on the car engine for 
brief periods. ■ 

■ To keep water pipes from freezing, wrap 
them In pipe insulation. During sustained 
cold periods, let each faucet drip a little to 
avoid freezing. 

■ Cold weather puts a strain on the heart, 
even without exercise. Be careful when 
shoveling snow, pushing a car or other 
exertion.

sector's market share. 

Name the industry and I'll name 
thegiant mega-opolies thai have been 
allowed to squeeze out their competi- 
tors to the harm of consumers-at- 
large. The excuse is always the same 
— America has no choice but to 
ignore its long-standing ban on verti- 
cal and horizontal consolidation so 
that our companies can compete in 
Ihc global marketplace. 

This is hogwash, and we consum- 
ers need It) say so in no. uncertain 
terms. Foreign companies are not 
competing with domestic companies 
to meet our insurance and banking 
needs. They are not compaing for 
our farm product refinery and distri- 
bution, nor are do they threaten to 
takeoverourtelecommunication ser- 
vices, to name but a few. 

So why do our legislators always 
jump on the bandwagon of every 
scheme proposed by these mega-busi- 
nesses to merge out of existence their 
competitors? And, what good are our 
state and federal regulatory agencies 
if they refuse to prevent our economy 
from being taken over by these giant 
predators? 

Our regulatory agencies have it 
absolutely backwards. They regulate 
the devil out of our small businesses 
and farmers, while closing their eyes 
to the unfair consolidation practices 
of those large companies who overly 
dominate the marketplace in the first 
place. 

Such lack ofjudgment and enforce- 
ment on the part of our government 
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officials is certainly qucstionableand 
even suspect, given the large contri- 
butions these same mega-businessps 
funnel into these same politicians 
coffers. 

Just look at the failure of Virginia's 
state government to stop the monopo- 
listic take over of our health insur- 
ance industry by Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield over the past eight years.

Trigon has gobbled up nearly all of 
its competitors, leaving our employ- 
ers once again hostage to the exorbi- 
tant, non-competitive premiums that 
they suffered when Blue Cross con- 
trolled 80 percent of the fee-for-ser- 
vice insurance business in the 1 980's. 
The result — thousands of Virgin- 
ians have lost access to health care 
coverage than was the case in 1990. 

So what was our Bureau of Insur- 
ance and Justice Department doing 
while our competitive HMO insur- 
ance industry was being merged out 
of existence. Believe it or not, abso- 
lutely nothing. 

It is government's duty tg protect 
itscitizens, not only from street crimi- 
nals, but by preserving an open and 
competitive marketplace in every 
sector of our economy. Let's face it. 



Virginians are far more likely to lose 
their lives from lack of access to 
health care than they are from being 
gunned down on the street. 

There is nothing pro-business about 
allowing any sector to be taken over 
by giant predators that stifle compe- 
tition and free enterprise. Virginia's 
brand of conservatism seems to be to* 
conserve the power of the few over 
the many. 

What Virginia needs is a new brand 
of progressive leaders who will sup- 
port both small businesses and con- 
sumersbyliberatingour marketplace 
from the stranglehold of over-con- 
solidation whenever these mega- 
opolies rear their ugly head.

The answer to both is a resounding 
yes! Wahab 
Public Law 
Library is 
part of the 
Virginia 
Beach Public 
Library sys- 
tem and is lo- 
cated in the 
Judicial Cen- 
ter in Court 
Support 
Building 
lOB. Re- 
sources in 
this library 
are available 
to any re- 
searcher of 
legal infor- 
mation Mon- 
day through 
Friday 8:30 
a.m. to 5 p.m. A staff member is 
always available to assist customers 
in locating useful and appropriate 
resources. 

An average of 75 to 80 people walk 
through the library doors each day. 
Attorneys, court reporters, judges, 
paralegal students, graduate students, 
high school and college students and 
people from the general populace all 
use the resources available at the Law 
Library. The majority of phone calls 
are from citizens seeking a broad 
range of information. Staff frequently 
consult a list of referral agencies and 
numbers to provide callers with a 
likely source for information not 
available in the library. 

The Law Library began as a small 
roomful of legal materials which of- 
ficially became a part of the City's 
Library Department on Aug. 1 5, 1 97 1 . 
It was dedicated on Oct. 15, 1979 to 
Robert S. Wahab, retired Circuit 
Court judge, thus the name, Wahab 
Public Law Library. Funding for the 
library comes from civil case filing 
fees as mandated by the Code of 
Virginia. 

Several Beacon articles from the 
library's scrapbook attest to the 
growth of the library over the years 
and chronicle the changes in the loca- 
tion of the facility. The collection of 
legal iiesources numbered 6,000 in 
1976 and has steadily increased to 
more than 10,000 items today. The 
current collection includes print, elec- 
tronic (both CD-ROM and online) 
and microform resources. 

The Law Library was originally 
tucked away in a small room near the 
Circuit Court building. It was moved 
into the Circuit Court Building in 
1979, the old First Precinct Police 
Station in 1986 and finally into its 
current location, the Court Support 
Building, or commonly called Build- 
ing 10-B, of the Judicial Center, in 
1993. The most recent move resulted 
in a library that was 2 1 /2 times larger 
than the previous location. 

The information staff is available 
to help customers in locating materi- 
als, learning how io use computer 
research systems and by providing 
referral information if necessary. The 
library staff is not able to answer 
legal questions or interpret legal in- 
formation. However, as soon as a 
customer asks "Is there a law on...?" 
or "Is it legal for my neighbor to...?" 
the staff can direct the customer to 
the city, state or federal resources in 
the collection. The library staff also 
includes volunteers. Five volunteers 
provide assistance through activities 
such as photocopying pages from the 
Federal Register to send to other city 
departments, repairing books, 
barcoding and inventorying the col- 
lection. 



The Law Library has a large col- 
lection of Virginia specific materials 
such as the Code of Virginia form 
books that give guidelines to assist 
customers in preparing their own le- 
gal documents and a collection of 
handbooks on a variety of topics spe- 
cific to Virginia. These popular books 
provide information about family law, 
landlorditenant issues, estates and 
forms for various legal actions. 

The collection also includes city 
and federal codes, case reporters, law 
journals, digests and case finders. 
The library owns a number of titles 
written for the non-attomey on such 
subjects as adoption law, bankruptcy, 
copyright, estate planning, employ- 
ment and labor law issues. There are 
a variety of brochures available giv- 
ing information about the Virginia 
court system, how to represent your- 
self in court, obtaining a copyright, 
consumer issues, how to research 
specific topics and the location of 
resources in the library. 

The computers and resources in 
the legal research computer room are 
available for all customers to use. 
Resources include CD-ROM prod- 
ucts that allow searching of Virginia 
and Federal laws and cases by key 
word or term and for citations to 
articles in law reviews and other le- 
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gal publications. Word processing 
software is available to customers. A 
small print fee is charged >to make 
copies. The staff will research on 
Westlaw, an online legal research 
service, with the customer present 
and for a fee. 

Copies of the Code of Virginia and 
the Code of City of Virginia Beach 
are located in all of the libraries in the 
Virginia Beach Public Library sys- 
tem. Central Library has a small col- 
lection of legal materials to provide 
information to people who need 
evening and weekend access. 

Groups visit the Law Library by 
special arrangement for orientations 
and tours. These groups learn the 
difference between city, state and 
federal codes and that the library staff 
is there to help them find the informa- 
tion they need. Area vocational 
schools request tours for their classes 
of legal research and writing stu- 
dents. Tidewater Community Col- 
lege instructors and students use the 
Law Library several times a week as 
their classroom giving them immedi- 
ate access to many of the materials 
they need to work on their assign- 
ments. The staff has, on request, de- 
signed specialized tours for the po- 
lice department, Circuit Court and 
public defender staffs, court report- 
ers and other library staff members.

Up close and personal 
Sara iHensCey: ^creation for a living

Most folks think Sara Hensley's job is all 
fun and games. But it's just the opposite. 
Lots of hard work goes into helping others 
enjoy their fun and games. 

Hensley is director of Parks and Recre- 
ation for Virginia Beach, the largest city in 
the state with a population of 435,000. She 
leads a staff of some 230 full-time personnel 
and more than 350 part-timers. The depart- 
ment's budget is more than $18 million. 

Hensley took over the post in July after 
serving as acrting director since June 1997. 
She came to the department in April 1994 
as recreation administrator. 

Hensley discovered her passion for parks 
and recreation while pursuing a master's de- 
gree at the University of Arkansas- 
Fayetteville. Her concentration was work 
with the disabled. 

"I was offered a graduate assistantship 
with a professor in Parks and Recreation. I 
thought it sounded interesting, so I switched 
over to an emphasis in Parks and Recre- 
ation Administration. I fell in love with it 
and have worked in the field ever since." 

Hensley has worked varied jobs with 
Parks and Recreation, each giving her in- 
sight into the different aspects of the field 
. — lifeguard, pool manager, park mainte- 
nance, therapeutic recreation, day camp 
leader and more. Though she taught school 
for some time, she always gave her sum- 
mers to Parks and Recreation before turning 
it into a career. 

"I have't looked back since," she said. 

Hensley came to Virginia Beach from 
Champaign Park, 111., where she served as 
director of recreation for six years. Before 
that she pulled stints in Austin, Texas and 
St. Paul, Minn. Coming to Virginia B^ach 
was a welcome respite from the Midwest 
cold. 

"When I was in Illinois it was a real 
weather shock. You go from Austin, Texas 
to somewhere where it's 5 degrees with a 
windchill of 20 below. I did quite well for 
six years," she said. "But it was a good job 
and a great opportunity to learn." 

Serving as director of recreation for the 
Champaign Park department — which had 
an operating budget of $3 million — was 
good preparation for the Virginia Beach po- 
sition. 

"But it was cold — we had snow in 
May!" she lamented. . 

Running Virginia Beach's large depart- 
ment keeps Hensley behind the desk more 
than out and about, but she likes to sched- 
ule meetings at the city's many recreation 
centers. There are more than 200 parks in 
the resort city, including Mt. Trashmore, 
Munden Point and Cityview, the newest ad- 
dition, as well as three municipal golT 
courses. 

"But there are a lot of misnomers about 
what we do in Parks and Recreation," said 
Hensley. "People always say it must be fun 
all the time. They ask us what we do in the 
winter when it's cold outside. I tell them we 
rent a big bus and go to Colorado, where we 
have a condo, and ski all winter. They say, 
'Really? You're kidding,'" she laughed. 

Actually, operating Parks and Recreation 
is a year-round job with plenty of demands. 

"This is a very large and diverse depart- 
ment and the strengh lies in the employees. 
We are dealing with a lot of youth and fam- 
ily issues, too. It used to be a few years ago 
that Parks and Recreation departments were 
saying, 'We're not in the education busi- 
ness. We're not into social issues.' But we 
are. Our job is to connect with our partners 
in Social Services, the Community Services 
Board, schools and the police department 
and provide services that meet those needs. 
It is social and educational issues." 

She described role as director as "a chal- 
lenging job, but fun," Hensley said. "But 
that, to me, is how any job should be." 

Though she describes herself as "married 
to my job," Hensley does like to relax. 
She's a passionate reader who enjoys mys- 
teries and Civil War books. She also likes 
to travel, "to some extent, though I am real- 
ly a homebody." 




Hensley's dream is to one day have a log 
cabin on top of a hill beside a stream. 

"I don't know where it will be, but it's my 
dream," she smiled.

Mark Morris and his Mark Mor- 
ris Dance Group have made the 
commitment to become the artists- 
in-residence for the Virginia Wato"- 
front International Arts Festival.

Gifted and Talented, Governor's 
School for the Arts, Virginia Ballet 
Theatre, and Virginia Beach Ballet 
Academy. 

"He is a master of his craft," said 
Cross. "He will be sharing himself 
and his talent with Virginia Beach. 
He is considered the Mozart of 
nxxtem dance." 

The festival has made a commit- 
ment to presenting worid class 
artists in the seven cities acn»s 
Hampton Roads. 

"Through his master classes, 
Morris will be able to extend the 
reach of the Arts Festival bej^Mid 
the theatre to the classroom," said 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf. She cxm- 
sidoed the partnership as ndnforoe- 
ment that the city is receiving the 
top tier of artistic talent and pre- 
senting significant cultural oppot- 
tunities for youth. 



"Mark Morris is internationally 
renowned," said Debra Thorpe, 
chair of the Governor's Magnet 
School for the Arts. 

She spoke of his internationally- 
acclaimed choreography that has 
run the gamut of dance ex{»«ssion 
from the serious to comedic. She 
also explained that the dancer's se- 
lection by the city showed its con- 
tinuing commitment to education 
and expansion of the dance w(»-ld. 

Morris' dance group is building a 
headquarters in Brooklyn. At pre- 
sent he envisions no full-time 
headquarters in Virginia Beadi. 
However, he and his group will be 
coming for at least a week at a 
time. 

The last time that he pafoaaed 
in the area was in 1997 when on 
tour at the Harrison Opera House 
in Norfolk. But he had seen the 
area and had fallen for it. 

"We liked each other," Morris 
said with an undostMed twinkle in 
his eye and voice. He is loddng 



forward to returning and making 
area people more selective aid 
knowledgeable about dance. 

"So that they can come up and 
say we liked that thing you did last 
year better," he said. 

The dance group's specialty is 
performing to live music because 
of Morris' belief that dance cfcrives 
its power from good music played 
by real people. 

The dance team has 18 members 
but the number of people to be 
brought at any given time is ex- 
pected to be closer to about 32 to 
35 people, depending on the num- 
ber of musicians coming with 
them. 

At the 2000 Festival the Mark 
Morris Dance Group will perform 
at the Virginia Beach Pavilion The- 
atre on Saturday, May 13, at 8 
p.m. and Sunday, May 14 at 2:30 
p.m. 

Morris formed the Mark Maris 
Dance Group in 1980 and since 
then has created over W works for 



the Dance Group as well as chore- 
ographing dances for many ballet 
companies, including the San Fran- 
cisco Ballet, the Paris Opera Ballet, 
and American Ballet Theatre. He 
has served as Director of Dance at 
the Theatre Royal de la Monnaie in 
Brussels and founded the White 
Oak Dance Project with Mikhail 
Baryshnikov. He direclal and chae- 
ographed a Royal Opera, Covent 
Garden production of Rameau's 
"Platee," which premiered at the 
Edinburgh International Festival in 
1997. He was named a Fellow of 
the MacArthur Foundation in 
1991. 

Morris studied music with Vote 
Flowers and Perry Brunson. During 
the early years of his careerhe pw-

has generated to preserve and re- 
store the Ferry Plantation site.

Bert Hess, president of the 
Friends of Ferry Plantation House, 
stressed the importance of the 
event. 

"It is extremely critical. It is our 
only major fund-raiser. The only 
other sources of funds are our 
membership dues and contribu- 
tions," said Hess. 

"Our membership is growing; we 
have over 100 members now. More 
and more people are becoming a:- 
tive, and more people are begin- 
ning to know what Ferry Planta- 
tion House is." 

The main event, of course, was 
the pumpkin flinging competition 
which — for most folks — is ab- 
solutely too tempting to resist. 
Donavan Lenaghan, master of cere- 
monies for the Pumpkin Fling, 
maintained that the event was con- 
ducted fairly. 

"We keep it so everybody has a 
fair chance at it — the women, the 
kid, and the teenagers. Throughout 
the day, we'll have all different 
competitions," explained 
Lenaghan.

Belinda Nash, board member of 
the FOFPH and coordinator of the 
Pumpkin Fling, seemed very 
pleased with both the turnout and 
weather. "Things look fine today. 
Yes, it looks like it's going along 
great," Nash smiled. "The first year 
it rained. The second year it was 
cold. The third year we decided that 
we either had to make it or break 
it." 

For the past two years, the 
monies raised at the Pumpkin 
Fling have enabled the FOFPH to 
begin preserving the Ferry Planta- 
tion House located in the Pem- 
broke area of the city. Progress has 
certainly been made over the years. 
"Two years ago, there were 
many broken panes of glass, it was 
boarded up, and pigeons roosted in 
every room of the house," Nash re- 
called.

Stevens has exhibited exten- 
sively throughout The Virginia 
Waterfront region for more than 



13 years. Her pastel, "Morning 
Sea," was acquired by The 
Chrysler Museum of Art in Nor- 
folk and her "Woman's Journey" 
series of drawings was showcased 
in the inaugural exhibit at the 
Contemporary Art Center of Vir- 
ginia. 

An accomplished colorist, 
Stevens creates in many media 
and her artistic infiuences are 
wide-ranging. Of her work a Vir- 
ginia art critic said, "She grace- 
fully slips from dynamic, almost 
graphic, compositions with 
strong shapes to delicate, intu- 
itive recollections of a softened 
natural environment." 

Stevens is listed in the 1998 
edition of "Who's Who in Amer- 
ica" and the 1997-98 edition of 



"Who's Who of American 
Women." She is a four-time re- 
cipient of the Outstanding 
Teacher Award at the Governor's 
School for the Visual and Per- 
forming Arts, the most recent 
presented in 1999. 

Stevens has taught at the Con- 
temporary Art Center of Virginia 
for 21 years. She also teaches at 
the Fine Art Studio in Virginia 
Beach and gives private art 
lessons in her studio. Stevens 
holds a bachelor's degree from 
Florida State University, where 
she was selated as Painter of the 
Year, and a Master of Arts ctegree 
from Goddard College. 

Her work can currently be 
viewed at the Ramada Plaza Re- 
sort in Virginia Beach. 
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logged in years of experience dish- 
ing up the country ham, com pud- 
ding and collards. Others, who re- 
cently joined the church, will be 
participating for the first time this 
year. 

The event, which usually attracts 
about 300 people, requires team ef- 
lort from everyone, Henley said. 
The ladies prepare and serve the 
hams, turkeys, vegetables and 
desserts, the youth help bus tables 
and clean, and even the men pitch 
in to help. 

"We do a lot of the setting up," 
said Reverrtid Jack Davis. "We use 
every chair, table, we even take the 
doors off and use them for shelves 
to set the food on. ' 

In order to assure that the food is 
prepared and served in a traditional 
manner, Henley shares the recipes 
for the vegetables and desserts that 
were passed down from older mem- 
bers. The ladies, including June 
Morris and Etta Mae Land, who 
helped organize the first colonial 
dinner, carefully researched old 
cookbooks to put together a menu 
that was as authentically colonial 
as possible. 

"I think they looked to some 
recipes from Colonial Williams- 
burg for guidance," Henley said. 

The resulting menu includes 
country ham, turkey-^nd dressing 
with gravy, collards, sweet pota- 
toes, corn pudding, string beans, 
rolls or corn bread, pies, and bread 
pudding. 

Recent frosty mornings should 
assure that the collards, which are 
said to be in their prime after frost, 
will be tender and sweet. Henley 
said that "the same people who 
cook the hams usually cook the 
collards," and they .season the 
greens with the meat. 

The older members passed these 
recipes to the younger women, in- 
cluding Henley and Sue Foy, who 
works closely with Henley to coor- 
dinate the event. They, in turn. 



teach the newer members, and ev- 
eryone pitches in to help supervi.se 
the kids. 

"We have two adults working to 
supervise the children," said Hen- 
ley. "It gets to be a competition 
with them sometimes to see who 
can clean off the tables faster. The 
small children want to help, but 
sometimes they'll reach in front of 
people to take the plates before 
they're finished." 

The white clapboard church, built 
in 1830, is an appropriate setting 
for the dinner, which is served by 
the ladies, dressed in colonial attire. 
Kerosene lamps are u.sed to light 
the tables, and even Davis turns 
out in knickers, such as might 
have been worn by the early 
Princess Anne county residents. 
The desire to preserve the historic 
building inspired the first colonial 
dinner in 1977. At that time, the 
building had deteriorated so badly 
that services were conducted in a 
newer brick building, built in 
1970. The church members were 
unwilling to give up the original 
building, but the restoration costs 
seemed overwhelming for such a 
small congregation. 

Land and Morris hatched the idea 
of a colonial harvest feast as a 
fund-raiser, and Morris still pre- 
pares the spicy hot apple cider 
which has become a tradition. 

"The biggest challenge is making 
sure that we get the hams and 
turkeys cooked," Henley said. "The 
best thing about it is the fellow- 
ship, and it helps the new people 
in the church get indoctrinated." 

"It is good fellowship," Foy 
added. "Everybody works together. 
If we need salt and pepper on a 
table, we don't have to ask for it. It 
just happens." 

The costs for the meal is $6..50 
for adults and $3 for children. 
Baked goods and crafts will also be 
available for sale at the church's 
bazaar. For more information call

McClanan amendments postponed 
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said that the McClanan amend- 
ments are more specific than those 
already considered by the Planning 
Commission. 

When W.W. Harrison Jr. asked 
why council was jumpstarting the 
Planning Commission, McClanan 
said that the Planning Commission 
wanted voluntary guidelines. She 
said that the city has no ability to 
enforce voluntary guidelines. She 
said the city has a lot of old shop- 
ping centers that need redevelop- 
ment. She said that the council has 
the power over new centers but not 
established ones. She said that all 
the city would be doing is request- 
ing a use permit. 

Harrison said he thought there al- 
ready were some aesthetic controls 
on shopping centers. He said that 
he did not think it fair that the re- 
quirements would apply to property 
owners who already had the zoning. 
He said he could support the 
amendments where the property is 
not already zoned. 

The purpose of the ordinances, 
said McClanan, is to upgrade, ac- 



cording to the city's goals. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. asked whether if one of the 
malls wanted to expand, would it 
have to get a use permit. 

Assistant City Attorney William 
Macali said it would if the expan- 
sion was 50 percent or more. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure 
said that she had received a lot of 
calls from commercial interests. 
She said the amendments were 
cumbersome on the people who al- 
ready had the right and would now 
have to get a use permit. 

She also said that the city has al- 
ready raised the bar, that the city

She said she received a call from 
one mall representative who said 
that if the management had to tell 
prospects everything they can and 
do and they have to come to coun- 
cil, the prospects would be discour- 
ages.

light rail and was not willing to 
look at the alternatives. If the refer- 
endum had passed, he said, HRT 
would have seen the vote as a man- 
date to move forward with light 
rail. Jones said he saw it as a man- 
date not to move forward. 

"The resolution makes it clear 
light rail is not an option we're 
going to accept in Virginia Beach," 
he noted. 

Councilman Don Weeks, a mem- 
ber of the HRT commission iBpre- 
scnting Virginia Beach — Vice 
Mayor William D. Sessoms Jr. is 
the other member — said that he 
has studied a number of alternatives 
and will put together a package for 
council. He mentioned "congestion 
pricing" which he described as high 
occupancy lanes and toll lanes, ded- 
icated busways and express buses. 

Mike Arsuaga, a member of the 



light rail, said that for two da'ades 
light rail has been studied and the 
TRT/HRT has "held on like an old 
vampire. The voters drove stakes 
through its heart." 

Henry Ryto said HRT should 
relook at the bus system. He advo- 
cated smaller buses, more fiequent 
service, new routes.

If the veterans we honor today 
could return to the America they 
saved, they would be horrified to 
see what has been done to the Con- 
stitution they died to protect.

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would change the battlefield from 
courtrooms to living rooms and 
start a slippery slope, which could 
return to the people their Constitu- 
tion.

The flags we pledge to will w«ir 
wear out and be replaced, but our 
Constitution is ageless and must 
never be replaced. Abraham Lin- 
coln said, "Don't interfere with 
anything in the Constitution. That 
must be maintained, for it is the 
only safeguard of our liberties." 

The great patriots we honor on 
Veterans Day participated in the ct- 
feat of all the foreign enemies of 
our Constitution in this century. It 
is comforting to know that such 
warriors are joined in the battle to 
recapture Old Glory. They know it 
is not a battle over a colored cloth, 
it is an affirmation of their oath as 
soldiers, and pledge as civilians, to 
protect and defend the Constitution 
from all its enemies foreign and, 
tragically, domestic.

Access key 
to much of 
PA corridor

Limiting access on Princess Anne 
Road is the key to the success of the 
Princess Anne Corridor development. 
City Council was told at a work session 
on the corridor study. 

One of the goals of the Princess Anne 
Road project is to promote a controlled 
access roadway to minimize traffic dis- 
ruption. 

But whether this will happen dqiends 
on whether a number of cuts already on 
the road can be eliminated. Walt Cole, a 
landscaping consultant for the Virginia 
Department of Transportation said that 
planners want to create a limited access 
road "if we can get the property owners 
to agree. 

City Planner Tom Pauls said that the 
designated corridor was first put in the 
Capita] Improvement Program under Fer- 
rell Parkway II. The 2.2 mile roadway 
extends from Dam Neck Road to the Mu- 
nicipal Center and Pauls said that a lot of 
input has been received from the public. 
The Virginia Department of Transporta- 
tion (VDOT) is looking at the plans now 
and with the corridor study the city hopes 
to get ahead of the curve. 

The road's completion is scheduled for 
2004 one year after the Holland Road im- 
provement is expected to be completed. 
Some council members expressed con- 
cern that there would be a time when 
both roads were under construction but 
when City Manger James K. Spore said 
council could say what it wanted to do 
when the CIPO is discussed next spring. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said 
she didn't want to be the part of the 
group that delays either project. She said 
that even now, people tell her that they 
plan their days around when Kellam High 
School traffic will be on the road. 

The plan recommended in the report 
from EDAW consultants would have an 
eight lane road to a "loop" road (the loop

Talking turkey: Flanagan family 
gears up for the gobbler season

It's a balmy Indian summer morning in 
Pungo, and the flock of turkeys, their 
snow-white feathers glistening in the 
mid-morning sun, strut and preen before 
their human visitors. 

They're hoping-lhat they'll receive a 
second breakfast for their efforts, owner 
David Flanagan explains. When they fi 
nally decide that their hopes are futile, 
they resume their morning routine of 
scratching, pecking and lounging in the 
warm sun. 



It's hard for even a human to remem- 
ber, on this spring-like morning, that 
Thanksgiving is only a couple of weeks 
away. And the turkeys don't have a clue. 

These birds will soon grace Thanksgiv- 
ing tables across Hampton Roads. Flana- 
gan says that the countdown is on to 
Nov. 22, when he, his son and his neigh- 
bors will slaughter and dress the birds to 
supply a host of regular customers, most 
of whom have bought their turkeys from 
Flanagan for years. 

The 350 birds, the hardy survivors of 
this summer's heat, drought, and storms.

are the lucky ones. At least 50 of their 
companions died in this year's bratal 
weather. 

"We lost 50 or 60 from the heat this 
year," Flanagan said. "We just couldn't 
keep them cool, we put fans on them and 
did everything else we could do, but they 
were panting, and some of them jusi 
passed out and died." 

The turkeys, which were hatched June 
1, were still very small and vulnerable 
when the first heat wave hit in July, 
Flanagan explained. 

Fortunately, however, all of those that 
lived through the heat also survived the 
storms that came later. Pungo's sandy, 
well-drained soil kept the birds safe from 
the flooding that killed so many animals 
in interior Virginia and North Carolina, 
and Flanagan said that he's never known 
a turkey to deliberately drown himself. 

He doesn't entirely dismiss the legend 
that these birds will sometimes stand in a 
pouring rain with their heads up and their 
beaks open until they drown, though. 

"I've never known it to happen," he 
said, "but I have heard some people say 
that it does. Some people say that 
they've seen it." 

Whether or not they're suicidal, turkeys 
"are aggravating, they can get on your 
nerves," Flanagan said. 

They have an irritating way of dying 
unexpectedly and for no obvious reason, 
and the heavy, clumsy birds also often 
injure themselves or destroy property. 

Flanagan recently repaired his automat- 
ic watering system after playful birds 
damaged it, and now he's nursing one 
turkey that's suffering from a broken leg. 

"They can be a lot of trouble. They're 
aggravating, and they're always hungry," 
he said. "And I have one now with a 
broken leg. They jump and hurl their 
legs and feet because they're so heavy." 

Slaughtering the birds that he's cared 
•"or all summer also "makes for a long

Let us give thanks 

Aside from Independence Day. Thanksgiving 
is among the most important of all the United 
States' holidays. It stands not just for a day of 
food and merriment, home and hearth, but as 
a memorial to the struggle and strife by our 
ancestors as they began a new life on this 
continent. 

Growing up. Thanksgiving Day's importance 
was stressed in school through history books, 
class plays and re-enactments of the first 
Thanksgiving feast. 

But, as adults, we sometimes forget the true 
meaning of the holiday. Instead of being 
observed as a day of gratitude, it turns into a 
day off from work, a day to park in front the 
television, a day to gorge on food. 

Today in the United 
States. Thanksgiving is 
the annual day of 
thanks for the 
blessings of the past 
year, observed on the 
fourth Thursday of 
November in each of 
the 50 states, District 
of Columbia and 
Puerto Rico. 

The traditions, most 
began with the Pilgrims 
the first colony through a bitterly cold winter 
and the gathering of the harvest, Gov. William 
Bradford of Plymouth Colony, Mass. issued a 
thanksgiving proclamation in the fall of 1621. 

The first celebration of the holiday was 
marked by three days of feasting and games 
with Native Americans as the guests. Venison 
and wild turkey were the foods of choice. 

Yet the holiday's origins are debatable. 
Other historians believe early settlers 
celebrated the first humble Thanksgiving on 
Virginia's Berkley Plantation in 1619. two 
years before their northern counterparts. 

Days of thanksgiving were celebrated 
sporadically until Nov. 26. 1789. at which 
time President George Washington issued a 
proclamation for a nationwide day of 
thanksgiving. Washington specified the day 
would be one of prayer and giving themks to 
God — celebrated by all religions, helping to 
promote a spirit of common heritage. . 

It reads: 

'Whereas It is the duty of all nations to acknowledge the 
Providence of Almighty God, to obey His will, to be grateful for 
His benefits and to implore His protection and favor; and, 

"Whereas both Houses of Congress have by their Joint 
committee requested me to recommend to the people of the 
United States a day of public Thanksgiving and prayer, to be 
observed by acknowledging with grateful hearts the many 
signal favors of Almighty God, especially by affording them an 
opportunity to establish a form of government for their safety 
arid happiness: 

"Now, therefore, I do recommend and assign Thursday, the 
26th day of November next to be devoted by the people of 
these States to the service of that great and glorious Being 
who is the beneficent author of all the good that was, that is, 
for sincere and humble thanks for His kind care and protection 
of the people of this country previous to their becoming a 
nation: for the signal and manifold mercies and favorable 
interpositions of His Providence, which we experienced in the 
course and confusion of the late war, for the great degree of 
tranquility, union and plenty, which we have since enjoyed: for 
the peaceable and rational manner In which we have been 
enabled to establish constitutions of government for our safety 
and happiness, and particularly the national one now lately 
instituted: for the civic and religious liberty for which we are 
blessed and the means we have for acquiring and diffusing 
useful knowledge: and in general for all the great and various 
favors which he hath been pleased to confer upon us. 

"And also that we may then unite in irwst huinbly offering our 
prayers and supplications to the Great Lord and Ruler of 
Nations, cmd beseech Him to pardon our national and other 
transgressions, to enable us all, whether in public or private 
stations, to perform our several and relative duties properly 
and punctually, to render our National Government a blessing 
to all the people by constantly being a government of wise. Just 
and constitutional laws, discreetly cmd faithfully executed and 
obeyed, to protect and guide all sovereigns and nations 
(especially such as have shown kindness to us] and to bless 
them with good government, peace cmd accord. To promote the 
knowledge and practice of true religion and virtue, and the 
increase of science of among them and us, and generally to 
grant unto all mankind such a degree of temporal prosperity as 
He alone knows to be best. " 

Credit for establishing Thanksgiving as a 
national holiday, however, is attributed to 
Sarah J. Hale, editor and founder of Ladies 
Magazine in Boston. Her editorials in the 
periodical and letters to President Abraham 
Lincoln urged the formal establishment of 
Thanksgiving as a national holiday 
designating the last Thursday of November as 
Thanksgiving — all in the midst of the Civil 
War. 

In 1941, Congress adopted a resolution 
setting the date again on the fourth Thursday 
of November. 

This Thanksgiving, let us all bow our heads 
in prayer and reflect on the riches set before 
us. Let us not forget the true spirit of the 
holiday. — V.E.H.

Our govemcH* missed his calling.

Cutting the 
telephone tax 
is an admirable goal to be sure, and 
not just because it would make the 
Internet more accessible. In fact, there 
isn't a single legitimate reason why 
there should be a tax imposed on 
telephonic services in the first place. 
Let's get down to basics. First the 
taxpayers pay the private telephone 
companies to provide telephone ser- 
vices to their public institutions. Then 
taxpayers pay those companies to 
provide services to themselves, per- 
sonally and for their businesses. Then, 
unbelievably, those same citizens are 
taxed by local and federal authorities 
for using the very telephonic services 
they already paid for both individu- 
ally and publicly. 

If anyone can justify the basis upon 
which any level of government im- 
poses an excise tax on telephone ser- 
vices, I will eat my hat. But, back to 
the latest and greatest scheme of Gov. 
Gilmore to cut that unfair tax. 

As a member of the Congressional 
Technology Advisory Committee, 
Gov. Gilmore has proposed a bill to 
Congress intended to transfer one

percent of the three percent federal 
excise taxes charged on telephone 
services to our state treasury. To 
qualify for that one percent Virginia 
would have to standardize the tele- 
phonic tax charged by our localities 
and collect the excise tax for the 
federal government. 

Gov. Gilmore can claim that his 
plan would result in a tax cut because 
the overall local rate must be lower 
than the average rate previously 
charged throughout the state's juris- 
diction. Currently Virginia's locali- 
ties may charge up to 10 percent on 
the first $50, except if the locality 
charged a higher rate prior to 1972. 
All Hampton Roads cities charged a 
much higher rate with no cap, and the 
current telephone taxes average 22 
percent on residential use throughout 
our region. 

But Gilmore's plan is not to elimi- 
nate one percent of the federal tax. He 
is merely proposing a transfer from 
the federal government to the state by 



requiring localities to take the hit. 
They must lower the tax they collect 
on telephone services within their 
jurisdictions so that Virginia will 
qualify for the tax bansfer from the 
federal funds. 

So, for the sake of a marginal de- 
crease in our telephone tax, our lo- 
calities will have less of the already 
scarce dollars needed to run school 
buses, put police and firemen on the 
street, build schools, improve local 
roads, pay teachers and support li- 
braries and parks. 

Hello — the last thing Virginia 
needs to do is to increase the state's 
share of our public funds. Of course, 
if the Gilmore administration is will- 
ing to take on some of the real respon- 
sibilities for meeting the critical needs 
of our communities, it could argue 
for an increase in the state's share. 
But the governor is not proposing 
any such increase in burden-sharing. 

If the governor wishes to genu- 
inely cut the telephone taxes, why 
didn't he propose that they be elimi- 
nated altogether, replacing them with 
some better method of assessments. 
Admittedly, sufficient tax revenues 
are essential to promoting our pros- 
perity and furthering the public inter- 
est throughout our communities. 

But no excise tax should be as- 
sessed on necessities, not on tele- 
phone service or any other utility. 
Those taxes only harm the basic qual- 
ity of life of our citizens and artifi- 
cially escalate the cost of doing busi- 
ness. 

For heaven sakes, why don't we 
collect our taxes on luxury goods and 
on the wealth generated by our soci- 
ety after the necessities of life are 
provided for? What Virginia needs is 
tax reform, not some taxing scheme 
whose primary effect is simply mov- 
ing our tax dollars from one govern- 
ments pocket to anothers.

An officer and a hero 



Beach man's 
selfless actions 
saved lives

Heroes aren't bom. 

They're made by selfless actions. It could 
mean helping others day in, day out. or 
putting one's life on the line for his fellow 
man. 

Then there are. the kind who do both. 

Rob Watson is that kind of hero. 

Watson didn't think twice about putting 
his life on the line for others one month ago 
when fire erupted in a Western Branch 
home, trapping a man and woman inside the 
dwelling. 

Minutes meant the difference between life 
and death. 

"I'll be honest — I was scared," said 
Watson, 32, a Chesapeake police officer 
who resides in Virginia Beach's Indian 
Lakes community. 

He lived up to his oath to "serve and pro- 
tect," and now jokes that his colleagues 
want to know where is the big "S" on his 
chest for "Superman." 

But the evening that made him a hero is 
no joke. It's one he'll never forget. 

"I was going northbound on Taylor Road 
and had just signed on." said Watson, a uni- 
form patrolman assigned to the overnight

shift. "The call came over at 1 :04 a.m. say- 
ing there was a house fire at 3141 Bomar 
Dr. I was less than a mile from the location, 
so I went ahead and responded." 

Before reaching the street Watson could 
smell the acrid scent of smoke. 

"And you could see the black billowing 
smoke," he said. 

First to arrive at the scene. Watson saw a 
man had pushed out a front window and was 
screaming for help to assist his mother 
trapped inside. 

"She was hollering. 'Help me! Help me!' 
The young man got out the window OK, but 
his mother needed help. It took some work, 
but she fell in my arms and we got her 
out." he said. 

That's when Watson learned a second per- 
son was in the house in a back bedroom. He 
knew then he would have to enter the burn- 
ing building. 

"The smoke was really bad." he recount- 
ed. "I found out later it was an electrical 
fire, so it was thick, black smoke. You 
could feel the heat from the kitchen." 

Watson's flashlight was useless. Not 
; ;\owing his way about the home, he 
dropped to his knees and crawled. It was his 
best hope. 

"You could look toward the kitchen and 
just see the flames rolling up the walls and 
crawling along the ceiling. It was like a bad 
nightmare. I was scared out of my mind. But 
I could hear the guy shouting for help as I 
got my bearings. I was winging it." 

At the far corner of the house Watson 
found Tony Wilson, helpless against the 
blaze. 

"I guess he'd just woke up. startled, and 
didn't know what was going on. I told him to 
get down, and we went ahead and crawled 
out as I pushed him up ahead of me." said 
Watson. 

Feeling their way along, the two escaped. 
Watson's next concern was for the shivering 
Wilson, who was clad only in his underwear 
against the October chill. He quickly locat- 
ed a blanket for the man. 

riy now Watson was starting to feel the 
effects of the smoke and received oxygen 
from paramedics, who had since arrived at 
the home. 

"It felt like forever before the fire depart- 
ment showed up. I got everybody out within 
a couple of minutes." he said.

Later, fire personnel showed Watson the 
fire had stemmed from the microwave oven. 

Surprisingly, Watson's .selfless action may 
have gone unnoticed if it hadn't been for 
routine paperwork his supervisor, Sgt. R.L. 
Famey, received for the oxygen service. 

Ironically, Watson thought he would get 
in trouble for his action. 

"When I got the oxygen, I thought, 'uh oh, 
this isn't good.' They pulled out this paper- 
work and started asking me for my address 
and name. I thought they wanted to bill 
me," he quipped. "All I wanted to do was 
sneak some oxygen." 

When Farney learned of Watson's ac- 
tions, he was supportive. 

"He said I did the right thing and made 



sure I was OK. He patted me on the back," 
said Watson. 

He prefers to remain modest, taking the 
good-natured ribbing of coworkers over 
being a "hero" with a grain of salt. He cred- 
its his partner. Officer Kristen Staley, with 
holding it together and keeping the scene 
under control. 

"She helped me out a lot, because a lot of 
times people will want to run back in the 
house to get things," said Watson. 

Looking back on the incident, Watson 
thinks about the consequences if he'd 
second-guessed his split-second decision. 

"When you hear people hollering for help, 
you don't have time to think, 'should I or 
shouldn't I?' I went ahead and did it," he 
said. 

"You can ask 'what if all day long, but 
you hear people asking for help and you've 
got to give it a try. I wasn't going to let that 
man burn to death. Even if I wasn't a police 
officer, I'd have tried everything I could." 

Watson's actions that night have earned 
nominations for the police department's 
Medal of Valor and the Virginia Public 
Safety Foundation's Commonwealth Valor 
Award. 

A three-year veteran of the force, the 1 985 
Green Run High School graduate worked for 
the Virginia Beach Sheriffs Office before 
coming to Chesapeake. He has a 2-year-old 
son. 

Watson always wanted to go into law en- 
forcement. 

"Believe it or not, I knew it when 1 
watched 'CHiPs,'" he mused. 

"It's a good job. Being a cop suits me be- 
cause I'm crazy. But if you don't love the 
job it'll eat you to death."

What you'll see 



These questions and more will 
be answered: 

■ Why do some jellyfish 
sting? 

Jellyfish sting in orderto catch 
their prey. They normally eat 
plankton, small fish and even 
other jellies. Since they cannot 
distinguish between a person or 
food, jellies sting people acciden- 
tally, but do not attack. Many 
jellies such as the comb jelly 
cannot sting at all because they 
have no stinging cells. 

■ How do jellies sting? 
Jellies have tiny stingers called 

nematocysts inside their stinging 
cells. The nematocysts contains 
venom which is injected into the 
victim. They fire when touched 
by prey. Nematocysts vary in 
size, shape and stinging power. 

■ Pollution w&tch: Please 
keep plastics out of our 
oceans! 

Plastic bags and balloons look 
like jellies when they are float- 
ing in the water. Many animals, 
including leatherback sea turtles, 
eat plastics because they look 
like jellies. These animals are 
often injured or killed as a result. 
Keeping plastics out of the ocean 
helps to protect many different 
marine animals. 

■ Why be a jelly? 

Being transparent helps to 
avoid being eaten. Light passes 
through many jellies nearly the 
same way it passes through 
water. Predators find it difficult 
to distinguish a jelly from the 
surrounding water. 

Catching food is easy with 
multiple tentacles. Jellies catch 
and eat whatever bumps into 
their long flowing tentacles 



(arms). They use little energy fw 
movement, so they don't need 
much food. Additionally, when 
food is scarce, many jellies can 
shrink in size to avoid starving. 

Being a jelly is a successful 
way to live. There have been jel- 
lies in many different forms in 
the world's oceans for about 600 
million years. Despite their rela- 
tives simplicity, jellies continue 
to be successful. 

■ What is the difference 
between a fish and a jelly? 

A fish has a backbone, brain, 
heart and fins. Comprised of 
jelly-like material, jellies are 
brainless, heartless and boneless. 
They also have tentacles and 
move primarily with the cur- 
rents. 

■ How do jellies live? 

Jellies are delicate animals. 
Bumping into the edges of aquar- 
iums or having air bubbles 
trapped under them can injure jel- 
.^lies. Special tanks and filter sys- 
tems called kriesels are required 
for growing jellies. Water cur- 
rents are kept slow to prevent 
jellies from bumping against the 
edges of tanks. Screens are used 
to keep the jellies away from 
drains. 

With multiple animals living 
in a single aquarium, sometimes 
jellies' long tentacles become 
tangled. This happens most often 
soon after they are fed. They 
manage to separate themselves 
over time and somehow manage 
to avoid breaking off their tenta- 
cles. Although jellies occasional- 
ly loose tentacles, it is not hfe 
threatening and they can regener- 
ate them.

Iwo days, the group spent nine 
days on ihc irip learning about the 
people, the culture and the govern- 
ment, and sharing theirs with 
them. 

"The experience was incredible," 
said Ruth Hodges Smith, city clerk 
and liaison for the Sister City 
Commission. "The people are 
kind, honest and attentive their 
own, especially children and senior 
citizens." 

Smith told of how her husband 
left his cane on the train and it was 
returned the next day. She said the 
crime rate is low and "it is impos- 
sible to read about a murder." 

"People take care of each other 
and take care of each others needs," 
she said. "We need to learn from 
them." 

The visit included home visits 
where the delegation could stay 
overnight or just eat dinner with a 
Japanese family, visiting schools 
and historical attractions, and visit- 
ing with public officials. 

Carole Arnold, city photogra- 
pher, ate with one of the families. 

"All Japanese put on a feast," she 
said. "They had smaller dishes than 
we do, but there was many things 
to choose from " 

But, she was most impressed 
with the schools. 

"They are just like our schools." 
she said. 'The children act just like 
ours. In their culture, discipline 
comes when the children are older." 
She said the children take turns 
serving each other lunch so they 
learn to be of service to each other. 
The delegation also visited the 
Peace Memorial at Hiroshima 
where Virginia Beach Mayor Mey- 
era Obemdorf laid a wreath. 

Smith said the memorial shows 
photos of "before and after" the 
bombing. 



"At the entrance of the memorial 
is a shrine where people can lay 
flowers," she said. 'Through the 
arch, the first thing you see is the 
federal building that was destroyed. 
But, all the buildings are now re- 
built and it's beautiful." 

Smith said she told a woman 
how it hurt to look at what they 
had and how it was destroyed. 

But the woman replied, "We have 
never hated Americans because of 
the bombing. We have learned to 
love them and how they caused us 
to work together, to love osch 
other and love our city." 

The delegation also visited with 
the Speaker of the House where 
they had lunch at the famous 
Forest Hills Golf Course, and in- 
vited him to visit the new Tidewa- 
ter Professional Golf Course in 
Virginia Beach (TPC.) 

Ken Jessup from Virginia Beach 
also went with the delegates. He 
often visits the city to work with 
officials in the area of disabilities. 
He is visually impaired and has be- 
come so attached to the Japanese 
people that he cries when he 
leaves. 

"It's because they make you feel 
needed and appreciated," Smith 
said. "They have a yearning to 
know more and more about the 
subject they arc studying." 

Jessup agreed. 

'There is no right or wrong ways 
of doing anything." he said. "There 
is even par in everything, and they 
know we have a lot to learn from 
each other." 

He admitted his work with dis- 
abilities in the country takes time 
and patience because of the culture, 
but he finds it rewarding and feels 
the people listen to him. 

"If a child is born with a disabili- 
ty, people often think it is a pay- 
back for something their ancestors 
did," he said. "But it is slowly 



changing. They are still in region- 
alism and cities think of them- 
selves as an island while we think 
of ourselves as a continent," 

Jessup said the religion is typi- 
cally Shinto, although "Christiani- 
ty is creeping in." 

He also said women typically 
wait on men there. 

For example, in this country a 
man may drive his wife to the store 
or somewhere, but that is unheard 
of for a woman to drive the man. 
Even in a situation where the 
woman is in authority, she will 
cater to a male. 

"It's easy to get fat and spoiled," 
he admitted. 

Jessup's wife doesn't like travel- 
ing alone in Japan because she is 
treated like a "woman," but when 
she is with her husband she is 
treated differently. 

He was especially impressed by a 
video and book the sister city pro- 
duced about Virginia Beach volun- 
teerism. It was on sale at the event 
for $20. 

Smith said the friendship be- 
tween the two cities began in 
1990, and the relationship was offi- 
cially approved in 1992. It was 
basal on a program started, by Pres- 
ident. Dwight D. Eisenhower called 
Sister City Relationships. Today 
there are 1,227 cities in the United 
States partnered with 2402 cities in 
other countries. 

In 1997, Mayor Tsumura of 
Miyazaki and a delegation from the 
city, visited Virginia Beaeflf irH 
visited many volunteer sites such 
as Francis Land House and the Vir- 
ginia Marine Science Museum. 

'The mayor was so excited about 
more than 10,000 volunteers pro- 
viding $17.3 million in city ser- 
vices, that he made volunteerism 
part of his election campaign." 

The mayor won the election and 
about 90,000 Japanese volunteers

from his country took part in the 
international conference in October. 
Mary Russo, co-leader of Vir- 
ginia Beach'svolunteer council and 
a volunteer for 20 years, is excited. 

"We need people to help people," 
she said. "When people begin to 
help people, it breaks down barriers 
and good things happen." 

Smith agreed. 

"Volunteerism is good because it 
causes the people to be a part of 
the city and allows the city govern- 
ment to know what the people 
need," she said. 

Virginia Beach has had a relation- 
ship with Moss, Norway for 25 
years. The friendship with North 
Down, Ireland is taking shape and 
it will soon extend its hand to 
Lemosale in Cyprus, Greece.

road would extend to either side of 
Princess Anne Road connecting 
with Rosemont Road on one side).

Nearly two miles of shimmering, tow- 
ering holiday lights are featured in this 
year's Holiday Lights at the Beach.

on the path. A new exit piece is also in 
the works. 

Other highlights this year will include 
jumping dolphins, festive fish, colorful 
sailboats, and of course, an appearance 
from Santa Glaus himself.

Plans call for eight lanes and 
elimination of feeder mads

One of the major roads leading to the 
oceanfront resort area has moved a step 
closer to its scheduled facelift and eight 
lanes of traffic in 2002. 

A public open house for phase one of 
the Laskin Road corridorplan for aesthet- 
ic improvements was held last week at 
W.T. Cooke Elementary School. 

Residents gathered to view renderings 
of the proposed changes to the road that 
now features four lanes of traffic with a 
feeder road on each side. 

'This is a new way of doing business," 
said city engineer Nelson Ty Lee. "The 
idea is to integrate safety with aesthetics 
so roadways aren't just a sea of asphalt." 



The proposed changes will affect the 
area of Laskin Road that runs between 
First Colonial Road and Birdneck Road. 

The proposal calls for corridor wkle 
landscaping (such as flowering trees at 
the intersection of First Colonial mi 
Laskin), improved street and pedestrian 
lighting, a brick-paved crosswalk, treat- 
ments to the Linkhom Bay Bridge and 
general sign improvement. 

Lee said the biggest safety factor is 
eliminating the two feeder roads.

While a number of political entities 
may have come and gone over the last 
300 years in what is now Virginia Beach, 
the Adam Thoroughgood House has re- 
mained a constant. 

In a word, the venerable 17th-century 
structure is a survivor. Over three cen- 
turies, the Thoroughgood House has sur- 
vived the ravages of time, the unrelenting 
elements of nature, and the fluctuations 
in the political climate. 

Recently, the Virginia Beach Depart- 
ment of Museums and Cultural Arts and 
the Chrysler Museum of Art created an 
alliance designed to expand operating 
houre and enhance the interpretive pro- 
gramming at the Thoroughgood House. 

While the Chrysler Museum has con- 



tinued to retain ownership of the house 
and exercise long-term control over its 
future, the Department of Museums has 
assumed the responsibility for the daily 
operations and management of the uniqiK 
historic property in the Lynnhaven sa- 
tion of Virginia Beach. 

By assuming operational control of the 
Thoroughgood House, the Department of 
Museums hopes to make the singular 
historic site more accessible to Hampton 
Roads residents and visitors. 

C. Md£ Rawls, directorof the Dqart- 
ment of Museums and Cultural Arts, was 
particularly concerned when the Chrysler 
Museum cut back the operating hours of 
the Thoroughgood House in 1998.

Rock Hill, S.C^ police officer Lt. Terry Taylor 
will always remertrber one of the driving 
forces early in her career. 

"I'll never forget, coming upon a crash scene 
early In my career 18 years ago where I 
discovered a' young mother weeping and 
praying, holding her dead baby in her arms," 
she recalled. Tragically, in the back seat of 
her smashed car was a child safety seat that 
would have saved her baby's life — if only she 
had used it that night." 

Today Taylor and thousands more law 
enforcement officers across the country take 
part annually in the Operation ABC 
Mobilization, observed during Thanksgiving 
week. Their participation is critical 
considering traffic crashes are the leading 
cause of death and injury to children ages 
to 15. 

As America Buckles Up Children (ABC) 
launches its fifth wave, the National Safety 
Council has found that 13 percent of 
Americans admit to not always buckling up 
their children. 

These drivers put 6.5 million children at 
deadly risk each year should a crash occur. 

Operation ABC Mobilization aims to reduce 
that number. In just two years since the 
mobilization crackdowns began, child 
fatalities have dropped by 12.3 percent. 

During the mobilization, more than 6,000 
law enforcement agencies across the country 
will be stepping up enforcement by 
conducting child safety checkpoints, 
saturation patrols and looking for violations of 
child passenger safety laws. Officers will also 
be enforcing adult seat belt laws, because 
research proves that buckled drivers are 
three times more likely to buckle up a child 
than unbuckled drivers. 

If the police and statistics aren't enough to 
get you to buckle up your children, think 
what life would be like without them. — 
V.E.H.

In fact, for 
distinctly 
separate rea- 
sons, I love 
all our na- 
tional holi- 
days and am 
more than a 
little dis- 
tressed by the 
modem trend 
to take them 
away from the American people. 

There is no excuse for government 
officials to have moved our national 
commemorant days to some mean- 
ingless Monday. Those who wring 
their hands at the modem disconnect 
between our youth and America's 
history need to recognize the major 
part this practice has played in that 
trend. 

Few young people even know the 
birth dates of Presidents Washington 
and Lincoln now that honoring the 
role each played in our nation's sur- 
vival are lumped into some non- 
descript President's Day celebrated 
on a Monday in February. That would 
have been unheard of in my youth — 
if for no other reason than every 
schoolchild knew these presidents 
were incredibly important because 
even the schools shut down in their 
honor. 

And to those shortsighted Ameri- 
cans who claim that George Wash- 
ington does not deserve our unmiti- 
gated homage because he was a slave 
holder, say "Poppycock." Washing- 
ton clearly established just how much 
of a visionary leader he was when he 
freed his slaves by will, an almost 
unheard of action by Southern plan- 
tation owners of his era. 

But even if he had not done so, his 
conUibution to the successful estab- 
lishment of our republic through per- 



sonal sacrifice of power and privi- 
lege is unequaled by any political or 
military leader in all of human his- 
tory. And George Washington was 
indeed both. 

If it has not been for his undaunted 
courage and military leadership in 
the face of incredible odds, America 
may not have won its independence 
in the first place. But even more im- 
portant was his defining the role of 
our presidency. Through his words 
and actions, Washington 
singlehandedly prevented our nation 
from entering upon a slippery slope 
that would have led us down the path 
to either monarchy or dictatorship. 

More than any of our founding 
fathers, Washington believed in the 
will of the people. Chalk that up to his 
decade-long close association with 
the common soldier, or his rise to 
prominence by merit within the most 
democratic institution ever created, 
America's Continental Army 

Few Americans realize that our 
first president was not just a national 
hero. He was, and still is, revered by 
freedom-seeking men and women all 
across the globe. It was the French 
republic's celebration of 
Washington'^ birthday on Feb. 22, 
1 848 that led to their ousting of their 
monarch Louis Phillipe andcgnstitu- 
tional demands for one man, one vote. 

And it was that same 1 848 French 
revolution that sparked in every na- 
tionof Europe for representative gov- 
ernment. So in a strange way, the 
celebration of our founding father's 
birthday triggered the very move- 
ment that eventually led to constitu- 
tional governments replacing the ab- 
solute monarchies that were the sta- 
tus quo of 1 9th century Europe. 

And too few Americans realize that 
it was President Washi ngton who first 
declared Thanksgiving to be a na- 
tional holiday. Washington pro- 
claimed Thursday, Nov. 26, 1789 to 
be a day for all Americans to give 
thanks for the blessings bestowed 
upon our nation by our great God of 
Providence. 

Like everything else this visionary 
founder did, the declaration of a na- 
tional holiday for giving thanks was 
far more than symbolic. Washington 



called upon his fellow citizens not 
only to recognize the hand of God's 
protection over our rightful actions 
as a people but also to beseech His 
pardon for our national transgres- 
sions. 

He urged Americans not to just 
give thanks for our blessings, but to 
pray that all nations, especially our 
allies, would be the recipient of God' s 
continued providence. 

Even more profound was his call to 
all citizens to individually do their 
duty to render our national govern- 
ment "a government of wise, just and 
constitutional laws.. .one that insured 
religious and civil liberties, promoted 
the practice of true religion of virtue, 
the increase of science and a degree 
of temporal prosperity as He alone 
knows best." 

Who among us would dispute that 
America needs that national prayer 
on Nov. 25, 1 999 as much as it did on 
that first national holiday in 1789? 
Notice that at the bottom of 
Washington's priorities in our prayer 
for that degree of material prosperity 
as only a just God saw fit as being in 
our best interest. 

Washington clearly recognized that 
obsession with materialism is as much 
the enemy of a free constitutional 
government as are the ambitious of 
tyrants and demagogues. Make not 
mistake — oligarchies will not pre- 
serve representative government any 
more than a tyrant would. 

Thanksgiving is the essence of "E 
Pluribus Unum" in action. We are 
breaking bread not just as families 
but as a nation. So, on this Thanks- 
giving I pray that our prayers will not 
just be for our families and our mate- 
rial blessings, but for our unity as a 
people, the preservation of our na- 
tional government, and for a rededi- 
cation of our lives to our nation. 

On the brink of the 21st century, 
the dramatic loss of citizen participa- 
tion in America's governmental pro- 
cess poses just as real a threat as any 
faced by our fledgling republic of 
1789. Unless we find the means to 
return the control of our representa- 
tive government back into the hands 
of our citizenry, we won't long enjoy 
a viable constitutional govemment to 
be thankful for.

and prayer which was shared by the 
colonists and neighboring Indians. In 
1623, a day of fasting and prayer 
during a period of drought was 
changed to one of thanksgiving be- 
cause the rain cameduring the prayers. 
A yearly day of national thanks- 
giving was suggested by the Conti- 
nental Congress during the Ameri- 
can Revolution with the clear inten- 
tion that the "day" should be spent in 
prayer and giving of thanks to God 
and was to be celebrated by all reli- 
gious denominations. 

President Abraham Lincoln in 1 863 
designated the last Thursday of No- 
vember as an annual day of thanks for 
the blessings of life and especially 
for the past year's blessings. In 1 939 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt pro- 
claimed that "Thanksgiving Day" be 
celebrated on the fourth Thursday of 
November in order toencourage holi- 
day shopping. 

It wasn't until November 1941, 
when Congress adopted a joint reso- 
lution making the fourth Thursday of 
November to be the permanent 
"Thanksgiving Day," that it was de- 
clared a national holiday. 

Although the basic menu of roast 
turkey, stuffing, cranberry sauce, 
sweet potatoes, mashed white pota- 
toes and pumpkin pie is considered to

be standard fare for the Thanksgiving 
feast, various other foods are substi- 
tuted by the various ethnic groups in 
America and are too numerous to 
mention here.

TCC wins first statewide 
Worlcforce Training Award 



A welfare-to-work initiative aid 
job skills training program at Tide- 
water Community College was rec- 
ognized with the first-ever Virginia 
Community College System 
(VCCS) Award for Excellence in 
Workforce Development. 

The award was presented by Lt. 
Gov. John Hager during the VCCS 
Annual Meeting following a pre- 
sentation on the importance of 
community colleges to workforce 
development in Virginia. 

Tidewater Community College's 
Job Skills Training Program was 
selected from among a number of 
community college workforce (fe- 
velopment projects nominated for 
the award. The project at TCC was 
initiated with more than $600,000 
in grants from the state Department 
of Social Services to maintain and 
expand the welfare-to-work initia- 
tive. 

The resulting partnership by 
TCC with employers, social ser- 
vice and community agencies is a 
comprehensive approach to welfare 
reform that has been expanded to 
serve all persons with barriers to 
employment, offering job readiness 
skills, counseling, support ser- 
vices, specific job training, job (fe- 
velopment and placement. Upon 
graduafion, participants move into 
entry-level positions with full ben- 
efits. 

Since the beginning of TCC's 
Job Skills Training Program in the 
spring of 1997, 128 trainees have 
enrolled, 88 percent have graduated 
and 85 percent have become em- 



ployed, with 70 percent still in the 
workplace. 

The VCCS Award for Excellence 
in Workforce Services was initiated 
by Dr. John J. Sygleski, vice chan- 
cellor for Workforce Development 
Services, as a means of spotlight- 
ing the workforce development ser- 
vices offered by Virginia's commu- 
nity colleges and providing models 
of successful programs for others 
to replicate. A panel of business 
leaders judged the projects nominat- 
ed for the award. 

The second place award, which 
also include TCC, went to a three- 
community college consortium 
that developed a statewide ISO 
9000 project. The consortium was 
formed by Tidewater Community 
College, Piedmont Virginia Com- 
munity College in Charlottesville, 
and Danville Community College. 

"Our statewide project demon- 
strated that community colleges 
working together can accomplish 
more in a shorter time frame than 
one school working 
independently," said Mick Howk of 
TCC, the ISO 9000 project direc- 
tor. 

Members of community college 
local advisory boards from dcm&% 
the Commonwealth attended the 
VCCS Annual Meeting Nov. 17- 
18 in Richmond, which also in- 
cluded sessions on legislative af- 
fairs, marketing and media rela- 
tions, legal issues and a banquet ad- 
dress from Attorney General Mark 
Earley.

Mgusto !Katti-J4.r£uCo: 'EC'Eco's voice

When Augusto Ratti-Argulo, a native 
Peruvian, couldn't find a Latino plumber for 
a broken toilet, what did he do? 

The most logical step to him was starting 
an Hispanic magazine. 

For nine years El Eco, translated The 
Echo, has been the voice of Hampton 
Roads' Hispanic population. 

But it's far more than that. Ratti-Argulo 
maintains it's a vital communication link 
for residents who often feel alone and far 
from home. It's their source for cultural 
activities, jobs, news and even places of 
worship. 

"Before El Eco I used to hear a lot of, 
'Gee, I thought I was the only Latino here.' 
Now they say, 'There are enough of us that 
we can have our own newspaper,'" said 
Ratti-Argulo, who came to Hampton Roads 
two decades ago for college. He earned an 
engineering degree from Old Dominion 
University. 

Working 1 1 years in the engineering field, 
he started El Eco with a few partners and 
now goes it alone. The newspaper business, 
he noted, is more difficult than most people 
imagine. His publication hits the stands 
biweekly. 

"Nobody realizes how hard it is to run a 
newspaper. It's real time — quality time. 
There's really that much work," said Ratti- 
Argulo, who tackles the advertising, 
editorial and distribution aspects of his 
business. 

He's committed because, "I realized we 
needed a Latino voice here. I chose 
newspaper because it was the most 
accessible way to get started." 

According to the last census, there are 
about 80,000 residents of Hispanic origin in 
the region. Ratti-Argulo estimates it's closer 
to 100,000 now. 

"When I started the newspaper, the 
Hispanic community was mostly Puerto 
Rican. Now I'd say it's a third Puerto Rican, 
a third Mexican and a third mixed," he said. 
Those people often feel far from home — 
that there are few people who share their 
interests and beliefs. El Eco lets them meet 
others like themselves. 

"Some have been here six or seven 
months and didn't know there was a 
Hispanic community. The paper has made a 
big difference in people getting closer to 
their people. The number one need is 
finding a church, then stores. If they're 
young, they're looking for places to party. If 
they're older, they're looking for community 
activities. And for the non-Hispanics, the 
paper is like a little window into our 
community." 

Ratti-Argulo's tabloid-size product is often 
used as a resource in high school Spanish 
classes, where students can learn the 
language while studying current events. 

The publisher admits to benefiting from 
readying his own newspaper. After years 
working as a engineer and living in the 
United States, he said, "I was forgetting 
some of my own vocabulary." 

Ratfi-Argulo is involved locally vyith the 
Making A Difference Foundation and serves 
as a board member of the Park Place Boys 
Choir. Memberships include the Latino 
Journalist Association and Association of 
Latino Engineers.

Before hitting the road for the 
Thanksgiving holiday, motorists 
should conduct a 13-point inspec- 
tion of their vehicles, according to 
AAA. 

"The time to spot automotive 
trouble is in your driveway or 
garage— not on the highway," 
said Mike Bolac, service director 
for AAA of Tidewater. 

"In 1998, AAA nationally an- 
swered more than 28 million calls 
for road services by its 13,000 con- 
tractors, many of those emergen- 
cies could have been prevented with 
proper preparation." 

AAA recommends the following 
inspection points: 

Under the hood 

■ Oil - Check both the level and 
condition of the car's motor oil. 
Consult the owner's manual for 
recommended oil change interval 
and suggested grade of oil. 

■ Transmission fluid - With the 
engine warm and running, check 
the transmission fluid level. Add 
fluid if nee(ted, but be careful not 
overfill. 

■ Battery - Make sure the battery 
terminals and cables are securely at- 
tached and free of corrosion. Also, 
clMck the water level if the battery 
is not maint^iance-free. 

■ Radiator - Check the an- 
tifreeze/coolant levels and top off 



with a 50/50 mix of antifreeze and 
water if needed. Do not remove the 
radiator pressure cap when the en- 
gine is hot. 

■ Belts - Drive belts that aie 
glazed or frayed needio be replaced. 
Also, make sure belts have the cor- 
rect tension — no more than one- 
half inch of slack when deprcssal 
against the pulleys. 

■ Hoses - Check for visibly 
worn or bulging hoses. Check for 
leaks around clamps and the water 
pump. 

■ Windshield wa.sher fluid - Top 
off the windshield washer fluid 
reservoir with a windshield washer 
concentrate that will not frce/e. Do 
not use radiator antifreeze. 

■ Brake fluid - If fluid is n^fcd, 
top off with the type approved for 
your car. If the brakes regularly 
need fluid, have the system inspect- 
ed for leaks. 

Around the vehicle 

■ Tires - Check the air pressure 
and look for damage, bulges and 
excessive or uneven tread wear. 

■ Windshield wipers - Make sure 
your wipers can keep your wind- 
shield clean and streak-free. 

■ Lights and signals — It's im- 
portant to see and be seen. Check 
headlights, brake lights and turn 
signals. Keep lights clean of dirt 
and sludge, especially headlights. 



Lighting power and visibility ae 
reduced up to 90 percent by dirty 
headlights. 

In the trunk 
■ Spare tire and jack - Make cer- 
tain the spare tire is in good condi- 
tion and correctly inflated. Also be 
sure the jack works and has all its 
parts. (Including the lug nut 
wrench). 



■ Emergency kit - Some impor- 
tant items to carry in the car during 
winter are: sand, or kitty litter; 
small snow shovel; combination 
ice-scraper and snow brush; jumper 
cables; flashlight; blanket; reflec- 
tive triangles; rags or paper towels; 
■"irst aid kit; spray de-icer; cell 
phone; and motor club membership 
card.

When Norfolk Police Officer 
Chris Amos was shot in the leg 
and chest while pursuing a suspect- 
ed drug dealer several years ago, the 
near-death experience was the moti- 
vation he needed to combine his 
work with his faith, he claims. 

As a result, Amos integrates his 
Christianity with his official duties 
by acting as his department's li- 
aison between officers and churches 
in the area. He also serves an active 
role in planning the community's 
annual prayer breakfast, which 
brings together city officials, mili- 
tary personnel, firefighters, police 
officers, religious leaders and area 
citizens. 

This year about 1,200 people 
participated in the 24th annual 
South Hampton Roads Leadership 
Breakfast last Friday. The number 
in attendance varies each year, but 
the largest crowd on record is 
2,300, Regardless of people's reli- 
gious beliefs, many feel it is im- 
portant to show their support for 
the affair, Amos explains. 

"A lot of movers and shakers are 
here," he said, referring to some of 
the prominent political figures par- 
ticipating in the event. They in- 
cluded Chesapeake Mayor William 
Ward, Norfolk Mayor Paul Fraim, 
Portsmouth Mayor James Holley, 
Suffolk Mayor E. Dana Dickens 
and Virginia Beach City Council 
member Linwood Branch. 

Drawing the local leadership to- 
gether is one of the objectives of 
the event, says the Rev. Dr. Lamar 
Sentell, pastor of Norfolk's Cal- 
vary Temple Church and chaplain 
of the Law Enforcement Officers 
Fellowship. 

"We hope that it will bring the 
community together not only spiri- 
tually, but economically and evay- 
thing else," says the minister, who 
hopes the breakfast will pave a way 
for Hampton Roads to operate as a 
unit with less division. 

Sentell also says that all reli- 
gious denominations are represent- 
ed at the breakfasts. "Christians of

all walks of life can come together 
and fellowship," he says, "the 
major purpose is to get together 
the Christian element of the com- 
munity."

"We are praying for the people 
who come," Whitney explained, 
"Lives have been changed because 
of this fellowship." 

While Whitney and other partici- 
pants have been coming to the 
breakfast for years, Kenneth Craw- 
ford and Michelle Hughes were 
among the others attending fur the 
first time. The co-workers at the 
Naval Leader Training Unit in Lit- 
tle Creek said they definitely plan 
to come back again. They ex- 
plained that they were greatly in- 
spired by the keynote speaker Brig. 
Gen. Richard Abel.

Very po- 
tent," 

Abel, who is retired from the 
U.S, Air Force and is now serving 
as the national directorof the Mili- 
tary Ministry of Campus Crusade 
for Christ, told the crowd that 
Americans take their freedom for 
granted and are sitting by watching 
it erode.

The prayer breakfast has grown 
to be the second largest in the 
country, Sentell said. The largest is 
the National Prayer Breakfast in 
Washington, D.C, afterwhich the 
Hampton Roads event is modeled. 

The affair is sponsored by the 
Law Enforcement Officers Fellow- 
ship, a non-denominational Chris- 
tian ministry composed primarily 
of police and fire personnel, but is 
open to all people. In fact, the klee 
for the annual event originated 
from the LEOF's weekly prayer 
breakfast, explained Whitney, who 
is one of its members. 

Next year will mark the break- 
fast's 25th year. Sentell said the 
committee intends to do something 
vei7 special to celebrate the occa- 
sion, however, the members plan 
to keep it a surprise until then.

"It looks like they're putting an 
eight lane highway through our 
neighborhood," said Pat Stallings, 
of the Linlier area. "We already 
have an eight lane highway — 44 
— we don't want another one." 

Carole Decker agreed. 

Even though this part of the pro- 
ject won't complete a thoroughfare 
to the beach, the next phase will. 
Phase two will widen the road from 
Birdneck to the resort area to six 
lanes, and the third phase will 
stretch from First Colonial to 
Great Neck. 

Decker said her problem will be 
getting onto the proposed load 
from Winwood Drive. 

"The median is too small and it 
is not safe for a car to make a left 
hand turn," she said. 

In addition, the speed limit is 45 
miles per hour now on Laskin 
Road, and no-one ever drives that. 
She can't imagine what it will be 
like with eight lanes. In addition, 
the elementary school will be on a 
major highway. Residents also fear 
zoning changes that will change 
residential areas to commercial, and 
open their area to development. 

They like their quaint neighbor- 
hood that's "quiet, gentle and beau- 
tiful" where folks stop and say 



hello to each other. They aren't in- 
terested in "modem mania." 

"The neighborhood has the cul- 
ture, atmosphere and cohesiveness 
of neighborhoods years ago," 
Stallings said. "Why destroy that 
so someone can make millions." 

According to Lee, the Laskin 
Road corridor project is funded 98 
percent by the Virginia Department 
of Transportation (VDOT). Vir- 
ginia Beach will cover about two 
percent of the overall cost and aes- 
thetics. 

He said people are split 50/50 
over the project, some like it and 
some don't. However, no one is 
complaining about the proposed 
aesthetics. Everyone likes the idea 
of sprucing up the road. Even engi- 
neers and consultants find the con- 
cept intriguing and challenging. 

The recommended improvements 
will now go to the planning com- 
mission and city council for their 
consideration as a comprehensive 
plan amendment. VDOT will hold 
more public meetings in late win- 
ter. 

Copies of the plan are available 
at the Central, Oceanfront and 
Great Neck libraries. It is also 
available in the City Planning De- 
partment.

"As a landscape architect, my job 
is to create something beautiful 
that citizens will use and enjoy," 
said Flierl. 'Twelve years ago, I 
helped create the boardwalk and am 
pleased to «ee how much it has 
grown over the years. 

"This planned park has a vastness 
to it, as it would sit right on the 
oceanfront. As I worked on this 
design, I tried to imagine King 
Neptune's vision of it as he 
emerges from the sea. Neptune's 
Gateway Park is an opportunity to 
create a strong piece of artwork that 
we can all see, touch, and feel." 

Flieri described the park as a flat, 
green plane, enhanced by the 
backdrop of the natural wonders of 
the Atlantic Ocean, and the ganlen- 
like atmosphere of the boardwalk. 

"It will not only be a park, but a 
piece of civic space," he said. 

Dan Ryan, chairman of the 
Neptune Festival board, thanked 
those involved for their efforts. 

"It's phenonemal what you've 
created here," he said. "The 
Neptune Festival has a 26-year 
history, and has grown to be one of 
the most popular events in the 
nation. We have visitors from 
Italy, Denmark, and Canada as 
well. 

"This is an excellent opportunity 
in many ways to enjoy our city and 
immortalize those volunteers who 
make the Neptune Festival so 
special. I thank Mayor ObemdcHf 
and the City Council for their 
foresight and the ability to work on 
taking a giant step forward for our 
city." 

City Manager Jim Spore said 
officials are still seeking public 
opinion, and nothing has been 
flnalized. A decision on the final 
design concept of the park is 
anticipated to be in the next two to 
three months. 

The entire project, as planned, 
entails creating a 65,000 square 
foot park at the oceanfront, parking 
facilities for around 1,300 vehicles, 
and a $30 million hotel, restaurant 



and conference facility. An elevated 
walkway would connect the 
parking garage to the four-star 
hotel. 

Since the idea was proposed, a 
flurry of controversy began, and a 
handout was distributed at the 
session to help alleviate some of 
the most common concerns. 

A coalition of citizens agaiii., 
the project is active, distributing 
buttons and speaking at public 
hearings. A public open house was 
also held at the Pavilion Monday. 

Although some citizens ae 
opposed to the idea of the 
Neptune's Gateway Park, the 
Virginia Beach Chapter of Scenic 
Virginia, Inc. is in favor. 

According to the document, the 
advantages of the entire project 
include: 

■ It creates improved public 
parking at the oceanfront. 

■ The park, complete with beach 
access and public restrooms, will 
be developed and maintained at the 
expense of the developer, not the 
taxpayers. 

City Council has approved the 
concept of a four-star hotel and an 
upscale Dairy Queen restaurant in 
the area. The hotel, anticipated to 
be part of a nationally acclaimed 
chain, is slated to have 14,000 
square feet of restaurant space, and 
an additional 14,000 square feet of 
restaurant space. The anticipated 
cost of the 300-room hotel is $30 
million. 

A common concern addressed on 
the document distributed at 
Monday's session is that such a 
facility may take business from 
hotels currently in business. 

The response, as written, stated, 
"The citywide tourism market is 
growing. Occupancy rates during 
the summer months are at high 
levels, and occupancy for the 
balance of the year is growing 
remarkably as well. 

"Research shows that when a 
more upscale hotel enters an are ii 
results in other improvements in 
the hotel stock available, and room 
rates at the existing properties rise. 
It is a win-win situation."

seums, began conversations with 

the Chrysler Museum staff Al- 
though the Chrysler Museum 

wanted to see the house open, the 
budget did not provide sufficient 

funding to support a six-day-pw- 
week schedule. 

"That really opened the door for 
the agreement thai we recently 
reached to allow the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach Department of Muse- 
ums and Cultural Arts to operate 
the site," explained Mark Reed, 
historic resources coordinator at the 
Beach. 

"We took it over officially on 
Oct. 12th. That's when the transfer 
of the keys took place," he said. 
"City Council had approved the 
agreement a week before on Oct. 5. 
The agreement was worked out 
through the Norfolk City Attor- 
ney's Office." 

The current agreement is tempo- 
rary and will last only through 
June. 

"It is a short-term agreement," 
Reed acknowledged. "But we're 
going back to them again in the 
spring and we're hopeful that every- 
one will agree that we should con- 
tinue this again — probably for the 
term of another year." 

On Nov. 2, Reed and his staff 
began operating six days a week at 
the Thoroughgood House. Reed's 
initial goal was to establish operat- 
ing on a more regular basis than 
just weekends. 

"Now we're trying to get every- 
thing aligned so we can take further 
steps to increase the use of the site 
and offer opportunities to coordi- 
nate with the Francis Land House," 
Reed explained. 

He has retained all six inter- 
preters who served on the Thor- 
oughgood House staff while the 
house was being managed by the 
Chrysler Museum. 

"It was the only way we could 
get it open six days a week so 
quickly," said Reed. "They were 
highly experienced people whodkl- 
n't require any training — and I 
couldn't have trained them anyway. 
I require training for the Thorough- 

,od House — obviously. It's not 
a place I've worked before." 

There are plans, in the near fu- 
ture, to add some additional staff 
and to operate the staffs of the 
Thoroughgood and Francis Land 
houses together as a single entity. 

"We'd like to see them q^erated 
in concert so that we can move our 
personnel and our resources accord- 
ingly," Reed said. "It takes a little 
while to work out that mechanism. 
That's really what we have in 
mind, and that's really what we 
think is best." 

With the possible exception 
of the Old Cape Henry Lighthouse, 
the Thoroughgood House is Vir- 
ginia Beach's most recognizable 
historic icon. Visitors from across 
the nation and around the world 
come to visit the 17th-century 
home. 

As far as English-speaking peo- 
ple are concerned, AdamThorough- 
good6born in Kings Lynn, Norfolk 
County, England — was considered 
to be the first settler to establish 
himself in Lower Norfolk County 
which later became Princess Anne

County (Princess Anne County, an 
agrarian region, eventually became 
the city of Virginia Beach); in the 
17th century. Captain Thorough- 
good was southeastern Virginia's 
most renowned individual. He 
named the Lynnhaven River forhis 
hometown in England. 

Thoroughgood first came to Vir- 
ginia as an indentured servant who 
served his indenture and parlayed 
his determination and his under- 
standing of the headright system 
into more than 5,000 acres ol kind 
in the Virginia wilderness. Thor- 
oughgood, wealthy and prosperous, 
became the local embodiment o( 
what most 17th century English- 
men considered the American 
Dream. 

While the house that bears his 
name today was built by a later 
generation of Thoroughgood's — 
probably around 1680 — it is 
nonetheless indicative of the settle- 
ment that he established and his 
family sustained. 

"The house is probably late 17th 
to eariy 18th century," remarked 
Reed. "It is among a group of 
houses located here in Virginia 
Beach that date to the late 1600's or

early I700's — somewhere be- 
tween 1675 and 1725." 

Reed added, "While it's not the 
oldest brick house in America as 
was once advertised in the l%Os, it 
is still quite an old building. 
Somewhere in the range of 75 to 
100 years older than the Francis 
Land House." 

While the house, of course, is 
the primary artifact, the collection 
of 17th and 18th century furniture 
and assorted artifacts that it houses 
is unparalleled in any historic 
house museum in Virginia — per- 
haps even in the United States. 
The structure's five rooms provides 
a period .setting for priceless sam- 
ples of 17th and 18th century En- 
glish and American decorative arts. 
"These are fine, fine pieces," 
Reed noted. "They are fine exam- 
ples of the style and craftsmanship 
of the period,", he said. "They 
make a visit to the house so much 
more interesting and exciting — 
and so much more unique — than 
just a collection of reproductions or 
basic antique pieces." 

Vicki Harvey, museum educator 
at the Francis Land House, will as- 
sume the responsibility for inter- 
pretive programming at the Thor- 
oughgood House, according to 
Reed. 

"We're very fortunate that Vicki 
Harvey was the manager of the 
Thoroughgood House for five ycat^ 
bclbre we hired her eight years 
ago," said Reed. 

"She will be the one who will be 
most responsible for the prograui- 
matic coordination of the two sites. 
Thats really a plus becausedtime 
after time — she has dcmonsuiatal 
that she is so gcxxl at doing those 
things." 

Both Reed and Harvey are look- 
ing forward to the new challenge. 

"It's exciting to be able to have 
two houses that are so distinctly 
different that the programming pos- 
sibilities are endless," said Harvey. 
"At this point, we're looking at 
doing programs similar to the ones 
we've done here (Land House] in 
the summertime with a 17th centu-

ry bent." 

Of course, without competent in- 
terpreters a historic home is just a 
building. Over the years, the inter- 
pretive staff of the Thoroughgood 
House has made the house an ex- 
traordinary experience for visitors. 
Their devotion to the distinguished 
residence has been indisputable, and 
their enthusiasm as interpreters has 
been more than obvious. 

Senior interpreter Nancy Baker, 
who has served on the interpretive 
staff at the Thoroughgood House 
for 25 years, is delighted to seethe 
house again operating on a fixed 
schedule. 

"We have special people who 
work here," smiled Baker. "There 
are six of us here. Some of us have 
been here a long time. We decided 
to stay with the transition to help 
Virginia Beach get it (the Tlior- 
oughgood House) up and running." 

"We (interpretive staff) love this 
house and we want it open undo- 
any circumstaiKes," Baka- declared. 
"Even if we weren't here, we woM 
still want this house open."

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Virginia's Berlceley Piantation: 
Site of tiie first Thanksgiving

For almost four centuries, the 
American public has been totally 
buffaloed in regard to the circum- 
stances surrounding the first 
Thanksgiving observance in the 
English New World. 

It's about time — indeed long 
overdue — that the record be set 
straight. 

This crafty inaccuracy began in 
New England and, through cen- 
turies of repetitive prevarication, 
was transmitted as a communicable 
disease across an unsuspecting na- 
tion. Even today Thanksgiving 
Day evokes the familiar images of 
Pilgrims, Plymouth Rock, the 
Mayflower and Capl. Miles Stan- 
dish. 

The majority of Americans seem 
to accept this misleading propagan- 
da as incontestable fact. The Pil- 
grims are almost universally credit- 
ed with establishing Thanksgiving. 
Folks embrace forever what they 
"learn" as youngsters in school. 
Some of our most impressionable 
countrymen — perhaps even some 
from New England — actually be- 
lieve that the turkey is our national 
bird. Of course, some folks will 
believe anything. 

In October 1621 in Plymouth, 
New England, a harvest celebra- 
tion did actually occur. Chief Mas- 
sasoit and 90 male warriors were in 
attendance. 

For three days colonists and Na- 
tive Americans gorged themselves 
on venison, spit-cooked over an 
open fire (Bambi on a stick). Ap- 
parently, the invited guests — 
Massasoit and his warriors — sup- 
plied a significant percentage of the 
victuals. Roast duck, geese, clams, 
smoked eel, groundnuts, peas, 
herbs, com pone, and "Injun" bread 
(com-rye) were also part of the fare. 
Wine made from wild grapes was 
in good supply as well. 

All of this is true and factual; it 
can be documented beyond ques- 
tion. It is also accurate that rough- 
ly half of the original contingent of 
Plymouth settlers had survived a 
harsh winter rife with sickness and 
fraught with hunger. 

By October 1621, the prospects 
of these Plymouth colonists had 
been enhanced enormously by an 
abundant harvest. Their circum- 
stances now seemed more promis- 
ing than desperate. Following that 
first harsh winter, their agricultural 
success in terms of a bountiful har- 
vest gave them conviction that ihe 
coming winter would not be a repe- 
tition of the last. At least, they 
would not go hungry. Thank God! 

Their food, health, and housing 
had been improved, and they had a 
peace treaty with Massasoit. Their 
future unquestionably looked 
brighter. They certainly had more 
than good cause to be thankful. 
But this was not the first Thanks- 
giving observance in the English 
New World. 

Credit the New Englanders with 
founding the first college in North 
America. Harvard is a great 
school. Recognize the Puritans for 
their lack of religious tolerance. 
Applaud the Puritans for their 
tough stand on moral issues. Ac- 
knowledge that New Englanders 
were masters when it came trying 
and hanging witches. They hold the 
record, 19. 

But please don't credit 
them with holding the first 
Thanksgiving! That distinction 
rightfully belongs to a band of Vir- 
ginia colonists. 

One might expect the site of the 
first Thanksgiving to be at 
Jamestown in 1607, or at 
Jamestown in 1609 following the 
dreadful Starving Time. Logical 
perhaps but not factual. 
Jamestown, however, was not the 
site of the first ceremony of 
thanksgiving in the New Worid. 

Clifford Dowdey, in "The Great 
Plantation" contends that the 
Berkeley Hundred, "eight thousand 
acres of meadowland and virgin 
forests" with three miles of river 
front, was the location of the first 
official Thanksgiving observation. 
That was on December 4, 1619 — 
almost two years before the Pil- 
grim's Thanksgiving feast. 

When Capt. Woodlief and his 
party arrived in Virginia, they ini- 
tially anchored at Kecoughtan aid 
then stopped briefly at Jamestown. 
After receiving their patent from 
Sir George Yea-dley at the gover- 
nor's new house in Jamestown, the 
settlers and crew sailed the Mar- 
garet up the James River and "an- 
chor»l off an open stretch of shwe 
line" about 30 miles west of 
Jamestown. 

In boats, 38 men were put 
ashore. As these men placed their 
personal belongings on the hard 
earth, their eyes surveyed the 
woods that surrounded them and 
their ears listened to the absolute

silence. At Capt. John Woodlief s 
order, the travel-weary men will- 
ingly knelt on the dried grass to 
offer a prayer of thanksgiving. 

In their charter, specific onlers 
obliged them to "ordaineihe day of 
our ships arrival! at the place as- 
signed for plantacon in the land of 
Virginia" as a day of Thanksgiv- 
ing. Their orders further stipulated 
that the date "shall be yearly and 
perpetually kept holy as a day of 
Thanksgiving to Almighty God." 

While Thanksgiving has "passed 
into legend as an invention of the 
Pilgrims," the annual observation 
of Thanksgiving in the New Wwld 
was actually introduced by the 
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In October 1621 in

group of Englishmen who estab- 
lished the Berkeley Hundred Planta- 
tion, less than 50 miles distant 
from Jamestown. 

At the conclusion of their reli- 
gious observation, this small force 
of men earnestly began construct- 
ing a storehouse and an asscflfibly 
hall. There was neither time nor 
provisions for three days of festivi- 
ties. That is the simple truth but 
not the whole truth. 

.^cording to Sandra Wain- 
wright, an interpreter at Berkeley 
Plantation, the term "hundred" was 
included in the name of the planta- 
tion because the people establish- 
ing the settlement were expected to 
provide a livelihood for 100 people 
— about 10 families. Later, the 
term "hundred" came to mean the 
amount of land required to garrison 
a king's regiment. "That's where 
the 'hundred' comes in. We see that 
attached quite frequently to planta- 
tions, such as Bermuda Hundred, 
Berkeley Hundred, and Flowerctew 
Hundred," Wainwright said. 

"They opened those orders and 
read the comment that the day was 
to be kept as a 'perpetual and holy 
day of Thanksgiving.' And it 
would have been, except that the 
entire settlement was destroyed by 
an Indian massacre." Wainwright 
explained. 

"This holy day faltered because 
there was nobody left to do it," 
Wainwright said. For hundreds of 
years, the first Thanksgiving obser- 
vation was completely forgotten. 
Eventually, the historic record 
resurfaced, and the annual observa- 
tion at Berkeley Hundred came to 
light. 

"This information, located in 
what were called the Nibley papers, 
is in the New York State Library. 
They were found quite by ^cident," 
Wainwright added. "Those docu- 
ments just cemented all the infor- 
mation that had been handed (k)wn 
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Virginia:

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Shooting takes aim as growing iocai sport

He gently slid the palm of his 
right hand around the cool, tex- 
tured, black grip of the .40-caliber 
Smith and Wesson. With his right 
hand and gun extendi, he wrapped 
the Hngers of his left hand saomd 
the grip. Knees and elbows slightly 
bent and his upper body tipped for- 
wards, he eyed the human-shaped 
target and squeezed the trigger. 

A loud pop ricocheted off tlK 
cold, dark steel walls of the 30- 
foot-squareroom and a thin waft of 
smoke rose from the tip of the 
gun's barrel only to blend into the 



already stagnate smell of the area. 

He glanced up, pleased with the 
shot — surely a deadly would if the 
figure were real. 

According to Virginia Beach's 
chapter of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation (NRA), as many as 75 per- 
cent of American households own 
one or more guns and this number 
is growing steadily. 

With so many people interested 
in handguns, what is the prx^ure 
to obtain one? 

"I've always been interested in 
guns," said Kile Hess, a member at 
Superior Pawn and Gun, a gun 
club located on Virginia Beach 



Boulevard near Independence. 

"When I was little my parents 
took me hunting and there's always 
been a cabinet full of guns in my 
house," he said. "Ever since then, 
I've liked guns. Hunting is also 
how most of my friends began 
shooting." 

When Hess turned 20, he decided 
he want to buy a gun. While feder- 
al law allows anyone 1 8 years of 
age or older to shoot at a firing 
range, it stipulates that a person 
must be 2 1 years old to purchase 
ammunition and to rent or buy a 
handgun. 

Hess began his quest for the pis-

throughout Virginia history," said 
Wainwright. 

Dr. Lyon Tyler, retired president 
of College of William and Mary 
and son of President John Tyler, 
came upon the forgotten papers 
while doing research. Dr. Tyler in- 
formed Malcolm Jamieson, his 
neighbor who resided at Berkeley 
Plantation, about his exciting find- 
ings. Jamieson was thrilled with 
the discovery. In I960, Jamieson 
invited Capt. Woodliefs descen- 
dants to Berkeley Plantation to 
commemorate the landing of their 
ancestor. 

Essentially, the Plymouth 
Thanksgiving feast was a harvest 
festival intended to express thanks 
to the Indians who helped the Pil- 
grims struggle through the previ- 
ous winter while the Thanksgiving 
observance at Berkeley was basical- 
ly a religious service. Cranberries, 
pumpkin pie, and turkey were 
probably not part of the first 
Thanksgiving observation. 

Whether one conceives of that 
first Thanksgiving as being in New 
England or— more property — at 
Berkeley really isn't of primary im- 
portance when it comes to the sig- 
nificance of this holiday. What re- 
ally matters, one should conclude, 
is not so much where the first 
Thanksgiving took place, but that 
it continues to take place as an an- 
nual observance in America. The 
themes of peace and plenty, and 
health and happiness, help us to 
recognize and appreciate our good 
fortune. Remembering the less 
fortunate with special generosity 
during the holiday allows us to 
share our blessings and retain a 
sense of belonging in our commu- 
nities. We are reminded, in effect, 
that we have obligations to both 
our creator and our fellow man. 
Thanksgiving is a time for person- 
al review. That's the whole truth. 

Nonetheless, Berkeley Plantation 
in Virginia is rightfully entitled to 
recognition as the historical site of 
the first Thanksgiving on Dec. 4, 
1619. Unless, of course, one con- 
siders the ceremony at Cape Henry 
on April 29, 1607 — when the 
Jamestown settlers "set up a crosse

at Chesupioc Bay" and gave thanks 
to God for a safe trip — to be a le- 
gitimate act of thanksgiving. 
Maybe it's not so simple after all. 

The truth can be a hard deer to 
hunt. The truth is that the first 
Thanksgiving observation in En- 



glish colonial America was at 
Berkeley Hundred. For years, John 
T. Hannaand the Virginia Thanks- 
giving Festival, Inc. have been 
promoting Virginia's compelling 
claim as the site of the first official 
Thanksgiving in English America. 

The 1999 Virginia Thanksgiving 
Festival was held on Sunday, Nov. 
7. But that's still not the complete 
story. 

Ironically, when the Mayflower 
finally left Plymouth on the En- 
glish coast in September of 1620, 
their intended destination — accord- 
ing to their leader and historian, 
William Bradford — was the north- 
east corner of the London Compa- 
ny's Virginia grant. The Pilgrims 
had intended to settle in Virginia. 
By the time they sighted land in 
November, they found themselves 
at Cape Cod instead. 

Following several exploratory 
expeditions, the Puritans — Pil- 
grims if one prefers — chose an 
area just north of Cape Cod as the 
site for their settlement. An area 
that Captain John Smith of Vir- 
ginia fame had marked as "Ply- 
mouth" on his chart.

tol that was best for him by read- 
ing NRA magazines like Ameri- 
can Guardian and experimenting 
with different guns at the range. 

According to Keith Midgett, an 
employee of Superior Pawn and 
Gun, the range offers any one who 
is of age and interested in firearms 
free lessons taught by Chet Hamil- 
ton, a retired army shooter and 
Olympic team member. Hamilton 
will talk with each individual mi 
find out what type of gun he or she 



is looking for. 

Once inside the firing range, 
Hamilton teaches the basics of 
loading and unloading firearms, fir- 
ing stance, aim and safety. As the 
student becomes more comfortable 
with the techniques, Hamilton 
steps back and observes. 

Once Hess knew what he wanted 
in a handgun, he checked the legal 
procedures and found that Virginia 
Beach law says that the person who 
wants to own a handgun must pur- 
chase a $10 permit, good for one 
week. The individual then goes to a 
gun store and picks out a weapon. 
The store takes the purchase per- 
mit, does an instant background 
check. If the purchaser has no 
record of felonies, he may buy the 
gun at that moment. 

"Unfortunately, shooting can be- 
come an expensive sport," said 
Hess. "You can spend anywhere be- 
tween $100 and $1,500 on a hand- 
gun, depending on the quality you 



want. Colt, Clock and Smith and 
Wesson are the most popular 
brands and the caliber level is drter- 
mined by how heavy and how pow- 
erful you want the gun to be." 

According to Hess, the power of 
a gun is judged by the velocity of 
the bullet leaving the gun. A lai^er 
bullet can do more damage if it has 
enough powder behind it, but a 
smaller bullet with the same 
amount of powder will travel much 
farther, so it all depends on what 
type of shooting the customer will 
be engaging in. 

"Shooting is not only fun and a 
stress relief, it also gives me confi- 
dence in that I know, if necessary, 
that I can defend myself," said 
Hess. He is now 23 and owns two 
handguns and is in the midst of 
building a third.
